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ACT OF INCORPORATION. 


Rksoltjtion Inooepoeating the Geneeal Convention of the Baptist 
Chueohes in the State of Conneotiodt and Vicinity — Passed 
Mat, 1834. 

Resolved iy this Assembly: — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, 
Augustus Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, Ros- 
well Burrows, Oliver Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, Claudius L. 
Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. H. Manning, and Wm. Quiner, and their 
associates, be, and they are hereby made and constituted, a body politic and 
corporate, by the name of the General Convention of the Baptist Churches in 
the State of Conneeticut and vicinity, and by that name they and their suc- 
cessors shall and may have perpetual succession ; shall be capable of suing 
and being sued, plead and being impleaded, in all suits of what nature 
soever, may have a common seal, and the same alter or change at pleasure ; 
and may also have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey away estate, real, 
personal, or mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed three 
thousand dollars. Provided that said income, whatever may be the amount 
thereof, be annually expended and appropriated to the purposes designated 
in said petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such other 
oflhcers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient ; may make by- 
laws respecting the number, qualifications, and duties of their officers and 
members, prescribe the mode of election, and admission of members, the 
time, place, and manner of holding their meetings ; the number necessary to 
form a quorum, and all other by-laws and regulations the said Convention 
may deem necessary for the government and due regulation of its concerns, 
to promote and secure the essential objects of said Convention as expressed 
in their constitution, not repugnant to the laws of this Stale or of the United 
States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the Baptist Meeting- 
House in the city of Middletown, in the county of Middlesex, on the second 
Wednesday of June, A. D. 1834, at nine o’clock in the forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, amended, or 
repealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

RESOLVE IN ALTERATION, PASSED MAY, 1839. 

Resolved by this Assembly : — That said corporation be hereafter called and 
known by the name of “ The Connecticut Baptist Convention^ 


CONSTITUTION OF CONVENTION. 

Article I. The name of this body shall be The Oonneotioht Babtist 
Convention. 

Article II. The object of this Convention shall be to promote the preach- 
ing of the Gospel, and the organization and maintenance of Baptist Churches 
and Sunday-schools in the State of Connecticut. 

Article III. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the Baptist 
churches in Connecticut, of the same faith and order as the present associ- 
ated Baptist Churches. Each of such churches as shall, have contributed to 
the funds of the Convention during the year last preceding the annual meet- 
ing, may be represented by its pastor and one delegate for every one hundred, 
and fraction of one hundred resident members ; provided that no church 
shall be entitled to more than five delegates besides its pastor. Every church 
having one or more schools connected therewith may elect and send an ad- 
ditional delegate to represent each such school. 

Article IV. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, Vice- 
President, Secretary, Treasurer, and Auditor ; all of whom shall be elected 
annually by ballot, and whose duties shall be specified in by-laws adopted by 
the Convention. 

Article V. There shall be a Board of Trustees, not exceeding thirty- 
three (33) in number, one-third of whom, after the first election, shall be 
chosen annually by ballot. At the first election they shall be chosen in 
classes of one, two, and three years. At least one-third of the trustees shall 
be laymen. The Trustees, together with the officers of the Convention, 
shall Constitute a Board of Management, in which shall be vested all the 
privilges and authority of the Convention when the Convention is not in 
session. The duties of the Board of Trustees shall be specified in by-laws 
adopted by the Convention. 

Article VI. The Constitution may be altered or amended by a two- 
thirds vote of all the delegates present at any annual meeting, after one 
year’s previous notice. 

BY-LAWS FOR GOVERNMENT OF THE MEETINGS OF THE 

CONVENTION. 

1. The Convention shall meet on Tuesday preceding the' third Wednes- 
day in October, at 10 o’clock a. m., and the morning shall be devoted to the 
transaction of business in the following order : 

1. Calling to order. 

2. Reading of the Scriptures and Prayer. 

3. Address of the President. 

4. Calling Roll of Delegates. 

5. Report of Trustees. 

6. Report of Treasurer. 

7. Election of Officers. 
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Tuesday afternoon and evening shall be devoted to the mission work of 
the Convention. Reports shall be heard from the Superintendent of Mis- 
sions, from the Committee on the State of the Churches, and from the Com- 
mittee on Sunday-schools, together with addresses upon these interests. The 
annual sermon, if any be provided, shall be preached at such hour as com. 
mittee of arrangements shall decide. Wednesday morning, the Connecticut 
Baptist Education Society will hold its annual session. Wednesday afternoon 
shall be devoted to reports of committees and to miscellaneous business. 

2. The President shall appoint all committees unless otherwise ordered. 
Standing Committees shall be appointed as follows : (1) On arrangements 
for next year. (2) On Sunday-schools. (3) On Obituaries. (4) On New 
Churches. (5) On Temperance. (6) On State of the Churches. (7) On 
Home and Foreign Mission Work ; and such other committees as may be 
deemed necessary or expedient. 

3. The Committee of Arrangements shall endeavour to provide that the 
meetings of the Woman’s Missionary Societies may not be held during the 
hours the Convention is in session. The annual reports of their meetings 
may be read in open meetings of the Convention, and by the vote of the 
Convention, may be spread upon the minutes. 

4. No objects other than those provided for by the Constitution shall 
he presented at the annual meeting, unless by the unanimous consent of the 
Convention. 

5. The proceedings of the Convention shall be regulated by the ordinary 
rules governing deliberate assemblies. 

6. The minutes shall be read and approved before the adjournment of 
the Convention. 

BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 

1. The Board of Trustees shall hold three meetings during the year, one 
immediately after the session of the Convention, one in the month of April, 
and one on the day preceding the next meeting of the Convention. Other 
meetings may be called by the Secretary at the request of the President, or 
five members of the Board. 

2. The President of the Convention shall preside at all meetings of the 
Board, in his absence the Vice-President shall preside, in the absence of 
both President and Vice-President the Board shall choose a President pro 
tern. The Secretary shall be ex offlcio secretary of the Board. 

3. At the first meeting of the Board, each year, it shall elect from its 
members, an Executive Committee of fifteen (15) including the President, 
Vice-President, Treasurer, Secretary, and Auditor. It shall also appoint a 
Finance Committee of three. It may appoint other committees if deemed 
expedient. 

4 . At the semi-annual meeting of the Board, in April, the Board of 
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Trustees shall appoint a Superintendent of Missions, who shall have the 
general oversight of the work of the Convention under the direction of the 
Board or of its Executive Committee. The salary of the Superintendent 
shall be fixed by the Board, and his year of service shall be from the time 
of his appointment till the next subsequent April, or semi-annual meeting. 

5. The Board may, at any of its regular meetings, appoint such mission- 
ary or missionaries, for evangelistic work within the State, and for such 
terms of service, as it may deem expedient. 

6. The Board shall have power to provide means for raising funds for 
the Convention ; also to dispose of said funds according to the provision of 
the charter and the Constitution. 

7. The Board of Trustees, immediately after the adjournment of the 
Convention, shall, through its Secretary, send to each church and pastor in 
the State a printed circular setting forth the numbers of missionaries appointed 
by the Convention, the amount of money required to meet the yearly ex- 
penditure, together with the approximate amount each church should con- 
tribute. 

8. All appropriations in aid of churches, and for payment of missionaries 
shall be made by the Board in accordance with the regulations laid down in 
the by-laws. 

9. The Board shall make report of all its transactions to the Convention 
at its annual meeting. 

THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

1. The Executive Committee shall meet at least four times during the 
year, in the months of October, January, April and July, and at any other 
time at the call of the President and Secretary. They shall consider and 
report upon all applications for aid. When the Board is not in session its 
authority shall vest in the Executive Committee, but no contract or agree- 
ment made by the Executive Committee shall remain in force beyond the 
time of the next ensuing meeting of the Board of Trustees unless approved 
by the Board, except in such cases as have been referred to the Executive 
Committee for final action. 

2. The Executive Committee shall make full report of all its transactions 
to the next ensuing meeting of the Board of Trustees. 

DUTIES OF OFFICERS AND FINANCE COMMITTEE. 

1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Convention, of the 
Board of Trustees, and of the Executive Committee. 

2. The Vice-President shall perform the duties of the President during 
his absence. 

3. The Treasurer shall have charge of the funds of the Convention. He 
shall be the custodian of the securities of the Convention, and shall keep a 
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careful record of all permanent, conditional, and special trust funds, with a 
brief statement of the conditions under which they are held and the partic- 
ulars concerning their investment. He shall keep each class of funds sep- 
arate and distinct from every other, and from the several funds of the 
Convention, He shall prepare a monthly statement of the condition of the 
treasury and submit the same to the Executive Committee through the Sec- 
retary. He shall execute all financial documents, and when necessary, affix 
thereto the seal of the Convention unless the Board of Trustees shall other- 
wise specifically direct. He shall make payments out of the treasury only 
upon the written order of the Secretary. Whenever required by the Execu- 
tive Committee he shall give bonds to such an amount as they may direct. 

4. The Secretary shall keep a faithful record of all the meetings of the 
Convention, of the Board of Trustees, and of the Executive Committees. 
He shall furnish for publication in the Christian Secretary brief reports of 
all important transactions in their meetings, as far as the interest of the Con- 
vention will admit. The quarterly reports of the churches aided by the 
Convention, and of the missionaries employed shall be made to the Board 
through him, and he shall prepare, for each meeting of the Board and of its 
Executive Committee, a statement of the business which needs to be brought 
before it. He shall draw orders on the treasury only as authorized by the 
Board of Trustees or its Executive Committee. 

5. The Auditor shall audit the accounts of the Treasurer and make a 
report thereof to the Convention once a year, and each quarter if required 
by the Board. 

6. The Finance Committee shall have charge of, and approve by their 
signature the investment of all the trust funds of the Convention subject to 
the approval of the Executive Committee. They may require of the Treas- 
urer, statements of all transactions relating to trust funds, and of current 
receipts and expenditures whenever they deem it necessary. They may 
authorize the temporary transfer by the Treasurer of the funds of the Con- 
vention from one class to another whenever they may deem it necessary. 
They may, with the Secretary, direct the payment of amounts, not exceed- 
ing fifty dollars, in exigencies that cannot await the action of the Board of 
Trustees or of its Executive Committee. Under no circumstances shall any 
of the funds of the Convention be loaned to any officer, legal advisor, or 
member of the Executive Committee, or to any corporation or business 
enterprise in which any of them is personally interested. 

EULES TO GOVEEN APPEOPEIATIONS. 

1. All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their quarterly 
reports to the Board through the Secretay. All appropriations to churches 
shall be made quarterly, and no application for aid will be considered until 
the report of the church has been received. Quarterly reports must be sent 
in during the first weeks in October, January, April and July. 
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2. Appropriations will be made to churches only when such churches 
have settled pastors, and when they shall have made, within the year pre- 
ceding, contributions for at least three objects of benevolence, including the 
Domestic Mission work of the Connecticut Baptist Convention. 

3. No appropriation shall he made to any church, when in the judgment 
of the Executive Committee the pastor of the church is not considered worthy 
of such aid. It is therefore recommended that any church without a pastor 
applying for aid, shall confer with the Superintendent of Missions, or the 
Executive Committee, before the choice and settlement of a pastor. 

4. No appropriation shall be recommended, or be made toward the erec- 
tion of any house of worship until the approval of the plan by the Executive 
Committee shall have been secured ; and in all cases where such appropria- 
tions amount to $500 or more, the church or society so aided shall execute to 
the Convention a deed of trust of the property, which shall be held by the 
Convention until such time as the Board of Trustees shall deem it expedient 
to reconvey the property. 

THE SUPEEINTENDENT OF MISSIONS. 

The Superintendent of Missions shall have the general oversight and care 
of the entire work of the Convention under the direction of the Executive 
Committee. He shall visit the churches aided by the Convention as fre- 
quently as may be, consistently with his other duties. He shall investigate 
any new enterprises that should be brought to the attention of the Board and 
report the same. He shall, as opportunity may offer, present the claims of 
the Convention before the churches and receive subscriptions and collections 
for the Convention. He shall be present at all meetings of the Board, and 
of the Executive Committee, to counsel and advise in all their actions, but 
shall have no vote. He shall advise the churches aided by the Convention 
on all matters in which his advice is asked, but he shall not pledge the Con- 
vention to any pecuniary aid except as authorized in each case by the Board 
of Trustees or by its Executive Committee. 

AMENDMENTS. 

These By-Laws, except such as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and of 
the Finance Committee, may he changed or additions made thereto at any 
meeting of the Board of Trustees by a majority vote. 

Such of these By-Laws as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and of the 
Finance Committee shall be of equal binding force with the provisions of the 
Constitution, and can be changed only by a two-thirds vote of all the mem- 
bers present at the annual meeting of the Convention, and after one year’s 
notice. 
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GENERAL RESOLUTION. 

All resolutions, or parts of the same, heretofore adopted by the Conven- 
tion, Board of Trustees, or Executive Committee, which are inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Constitution and By-Laws are hereby repealed. 

CHURCHES CONTRIBUTING. 

All churches sending delegates to the Convention are bound by their obli- 
gations to God and their brethren, to make annual contribution to its treas- 
ury, and none, large or small, ought, in any case, to fail in this important 
duty. They are requested to be very particular and exact in their appoint- 
ment of delegates and designation of funds, and see that these funds are 
placed in the Treasury, and published in the minutes of the Convention. 

ARPROPRIATIONS. 

Quarterly reports of their condition, financial and religious, should be made 
to the Secretary of the Convention, by the pastors and clerks of all churches 
aided. 

Applications for aid must be made by the formal action of the church seek- 
ing it, signed by the clerk or pastor, with a plain statement of their condi- 
tion and wants, to be submitted to the Board. 

Appropriations shall be witheld from churches which neglect to make 
contributions to the four following objects : State Missions, the Education 
Society, Foreign Missions and Home Missions ; and the evidence of such 
contributions shall be the books and reports of the Treasurers. 

No moneys ought to be credited to Domestic or State Missions which were 
not placed in the Treasury of the Convention for that purpose. 

^'All statistics respecting members and finance ought to be precise and 
accurate. 

LEGACIES. 

Form of a Legacy. — I also give and bequeath to The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention dollars, lands, houses, or other property, 

for the purpose of the Convention, as specified in the act of incorporation. 
And I hereby direct my executor or executors to pay said sum to the Treas- 
urer of said Convention, taking his receipt for it, within 
months after my decease. [If real estate is devised, describe the premises 
with exactness— both lots and buildings.] 

For The Building Fund. — I give and devise to The Connecticut Bap- 
tist Convention, money, lands, houses, bonds — as the case may be — for the 
Building Fund, to aid in procuring or paying for suitable Houses of Worship 
for Mission Churches. 

A similar form will answer for The Connecticut Baptist Education 
Society. Only be careful to specify the name. 


SEVENTIETH ANNUAL SESSION 


OF THB 

CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CONVENTION. 


Daniburt, Connt., Oct. 17, 1893. 

The seventieth Annual Meeting of the Connecticut Baptist 
Convention was held in the meeting-house of the Second Baptist 
Church, Danbury, on the above date. In the absence of Presi- 
dent Wayland, the Vice-President, Mr. L. A. Gallup, called the 
Convention to order at 10 A. M. 

The 96th Psalm was read by Eev. C. L. Rhoades, and the 
Convention was led in prayer by Rev. J. R. Stubbert. 

Rev. A. C. Hubbard, pastor of the church, welcomed the 
Convention. 

“For the fourth time in its history the Baptist Convention meets with 
this church. We are one of the oldest churches in this State, we celebrated 
our centennial more than three years ago. The Danbury Association was 
formed in 1789, and embraced all the churches in the western part of the 
State, and a few in New York ; it retained its name for more than twenty 
years. Since the Convention first met with us there has been a great 
advance all along the line of the objects for which the Convention was 
established. New interests have been planted, churches have been fostered 
and a number of churches have become self-supporting. Since you met 
with us fourteen years ago much has been accomplished ; — the Baptist 
Conference of ministers has been established, and the Woman’s Missionary 
Society has carried on its work and that lusty infant, the Baptist Young 
People’s Union has been organized. But instead of taking your time with 
these things I will give you the motto of the apostle: “Forgetting those 
things which are behind, and reaching forth unto those things which are 
before, I press toward the mark for the prize of the high calling of God in 
Christ Jesus.” It is my prayer that a great blessing may come from this 
Convention, — that there shall be an uplifting power that shall be felt to the 
remotest part of the State. I give you all a hearty welcome.” 
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Yice-President Gallup, replying in behalf of the Convention, 
said: — 

“It becomes my very pleasant duty, in the absence of Judge Wayland, — 
which we all regret, and no one more than myself, — to respond to these 
words of welcome. 1 thank you most heartily for the provision you have 
made for us while we are guests in your beautiful city. We have heard of 
your beautiful structure, but now that we have seen it we exclaim, — “The 
half has not been told.” The Convention congratulates you on your beauti- 
ful house ; we thank you for this contribution to our wealth as a Conven- 
tion ; we commend the spirit of your action to all our churches. It certainly 
is commendable in the sight of our Lord to beautify his temples. 

Accept our hearty thanks for your hospitality, and may God add his 
blessings. 

I notice that this is our seventieth anniversary ; we have reached that 
dignified age when a great deal of wisdom has been accumulated ; let us 
hope that great wisdom may be shown in our deliberations. The object of 
this Convention is stated in the constitution, “To promote the preaching 
of the gospel, and the organization and maintenance of Baptist Churches 
and Sunday Schools in the State of Connecticut.” Certainly our fathers 
gave evidence of wisdom in their purpose. Our Convention has increased 
in material wealth ; it becomes us to have new and better ideas of useful- 
ness. Our usefulness has been increased by admitting the Young People’s 
Societies,— the Women’s Societies,— and the Social Union. Some of us 
think of the Sunday School as of equal importance with preaching ; but our 
program does not provide for anything except a report from the Bible 
School; ought we not to return to the old form under the constitution? 
Can we do our whole duty by giving it into the hands of a committee to 
report next year ? While we work, let us pray that the blessing of the 
Master may rest upon us, and that returning to our homes we may be better 
qualified for our work for Christ.” 

The Committee of Arrangements presented, as their report, 
the printed program, which was closely folloAved through the 
session. 

The President announced the following committee to report 
at this session: — 

On Nomination of Officers. — Hon. James L. Howard, Pastors 
J. R. Stnbbert, W. D. McKinney; H. W. Pinkham, and E. 
Bennett. 

On fEhrollment . — Pastor W. L. Swan, Bro. B. G. Smith, 
Pastors S. A. Ives, L. B. Curtis, and J. G. Ward. 
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On Resolutions . — Pastors Henry Clarke, 0. H. Brown, F. 
E. Bobbins, F. W. 0. Meyer, and E. E. Turner. 

On Place and Preacher. — Pastors J. D. Herr, F. Gr. Mc- 
Keever, Bro. J. L. Denison, Pastors W. P. Chipman, and E. 
K. Perkins. 

On the motion of Kev. 0. A. Piddock, it was voted, that as 
Brethren Herr and McKeever are the pastors of the churches 
inviting the Convention to meet with them next year, they be 
excused from action on the Committee on Place and Preacher 
for next year. In accordance with the vote. Pastors C. A. 
Piddock and C. F. Oenung were appointed to take the places 
of Pastors Herr and McKeever. 

After prayer had been offered by Rev. H. E. Jones, Rev. H.. 
M. Thompson of Hartford, preached the annual sermon, taking 
for his text, Jonah 4: 10-11. The preacher said: 

“This text is the key-note of the book of Jonah. It is a revelation of 
Jehovah’s attitude toward a sinful people ; it is the gospel in the old testa- 
ment times. The purpose of the book is to impress upon us the attitude of 
God,— standing with outstretched hands, ready to forgive the erring, and 
receive the penitent into his favor. The Lord taught Jonah by the rapidly 
growing gourd and the worm that so soon devoured it. The cause of Jonah’s 
behavior seems to have been patriotism which ripened into jealousy, and 
matured into hatred, which was poorly disguised under the mask of religious 
zeal. 

Though we recognize the mercy of God, and possess a kindred sympathy, 
yet we need to grow and foster it, — and especially in view of certain signs 
of the times. The growing spirit of Americanism must be recognized, and 
that spirit demands a government of the people, by the people, and for the 
people ; a government not directed by foreign power either secular or 
ecclesiastical. The term, American, includes not only those born in America, 
but many thoughtful and intelligent ones from other lands. There are at 
present many signs of interest, such as the interest in our flag, and the 
murmuring of the common people against the encroachments on their rights. 

"We must not allow our patriotism to degenerate into a spirit of bitterness, 
towards those who are the authors of injury, so that we shall have such 
hatred as Jonah had, or shall desire their destruction. We must not refuse 
the gospel to them. Our best way to conserve the interests of America is 
to bring the foreigners to Christ. We ought to do all that we can for these 
people, and put evangelists into the fleld to aid them. It is not that people 
deserve help, but God loves them and if we catch his spirit we shall love 
them too.” 
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The Board of Trustees then presented their report through 
the Secretay, Kev. P. S. Evans. 

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 

Dear Reetheen : 

For the fourth time in the history of this body, we meet with the Second 
Danhury Church ; first in 1850 ; for the second time in 1865 ; for the third 
time in 1879 ; and now once more in 1893. Barely, if ever has it happened 
to the Pastor of a Church, as it does to our beloved brother. Dr. A. C. Hub- 
bard, to welcome such a gathering as this, to one church, for the second time 
at such long intervals. You cannot but unite your congratulations with those 
of your Board, that the learned Doctor has retained his place in the afiections 
•of his Church, and in the confidence of this community for so long a period ; 
and, especially, that it has been his privilege, on behalf of his people to 
welcome us to this complete and beautiful edifice. 

Our brethren in Danbury have extended to you the freest hospitality, in 
the confident expectation that this session of your body may prove to be the 
best in all its history. In this hope we are all partakers with them. In 
order to reach the fruition of this hope we shall need the presence of the 
Great Head of the Church. It will be noticed that the Committee of Ar- 
rangements has not designated any special hours exclusively for devotional 
purposes; but has filled all the available time full of important business. 
We take the liberty of speaking for this Committee when we say that this 
arrangement was made in the hope that the spirit of prayer and of conse- 
cration will permeate all the meetings ; and that, from the first to the last 
minute of this “Feast of Days” devoted to our State Anniversaries, we 
shall all be in attendance, and all intent on doing our Father’s business in the 
way that will most honor Him. 

Seventy Years of History. 

Brethren of the Convention this is the seventieth anniversary of our organi- 
zation. Surely none can be present now, perhaps none living, who attended 
the first meeting in Hartford, in 1823. Yet it is only two years since our be- 
loved Brother Dimock passed away, who attended every meeting of the 
Convention up to the year of his death. 

The old Danbury Association may be said to have inaugurated the work 
of State Missions which the Convention was afterwards organized to carry on 
and extend through the State. 

Seventy years ago there were about eighty churches of our faith in the 
State. Among the churches whose delegates were active in organizing the 
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Convention we find quite a number, then strong, that are now among our 
aided churches. Only fifty-two out of the eighty are on our records now 
bearing the same name. Twenty-five of them have ceased to exist. It is 
wonderful that the Pastors, and delegates of the Churches which were to be 
depleted, and, some of them wiped out, were the very ones who were fore- 
most in providing for the changed conditions. They saw that they must de- 
crease, and they wisely planned for increase on other fields. 

It is not needed that we rehearse in detail the work accomplished. Eighty- 
two churches have been organized within the seventy years. In the Ashford 
Association, Willimantic, Putnam and Danielson ville. In Fairfield, all the 
Bridgeport churches, and the two in Norwalk. In Hartford, all the city 
churches but the old First, Rockville and Winsted. In New Haven Associa- 
tion, seventeen out of its twenty -nine churches including all the New Haven 
city churches except the First, and this was, in its weakness, one of the 
earliest recipients of the bounty of the Convention. In the New London 
Association, thirteen out of its twenty churches ; and in Stonington, nine out 
of its seventeen churches, have come into being since the organization of the 
Convention. Nearly all of these churches have been the beneficiaries of the 
Convention. 

Our relative growth in the State is seen by the following figures: In 1820, 
in a population of 275,202, wo had 73 churches, and a membership of 7,503 ; 
or one to every thirty-six. There was a constant gain till, in 1850— with a 
population of 370,762, we had 113 churches with a membership of 16,033, or 
one to every twenty-three. Since 1850, there has been a constantly decreas- 
ing ratio— till in 1890, with a population of 746,258, double that of 1850, we 
had only 130 churches, with a membership of 22,239, or one in thirty-three. 

The causes for this backward movement since 1850, are doubtless to be 
found, first in the increasing urban population, and, secondly, in the great 
immigration of foreigners. In 1850, the foreign born were only ten in a 100 ; 
in 1890, they were twenty-five in a 100; while counting the children of 
foreigners, they number to-day more than half of our entire population. The 
fact that we have been relatively losing ground for the last forty years— more 
than half of the life of the Convention— emphasizes the urgent necessity for 
a vigorous forward movement. It has become a question of holding what 
we have, not merely of winning Connecticut for Christ, but of saving to Him 
the portion of the inheritance our fathers conquered. The further fact that 
men of other tongues and other nationalities are crowding into our common- 
wealth, indicates in what direction our principal work in the future must lie, 
viz: among the unevangelized mass of foreigners. Your attention— brethren 
of the Convention— will be specially called to this matter during the sessions 
of this meeting. 

What means have the Baptists of the State put into the hands of your 
Boards of Trustees to carry on this work for the last seventy years ? A 
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somewhat careful compilation of statistics shows that the total direct con- 
tributions fall short of $140,000. Of course a good deal has been given which 
has not passed through the hands of the treasurers of the Convention. But 
when we remember that the churches of the State have, in a single year, as 
in 1892, raised for all religious purposes, $243,000— nearly a quarter of a mil- 
liou— we cannot but be chagrinned that in seventy years they have raised 
for all the diversified work of our State Convention, only $140,000 or an 
average of $2,000 a year. 


The History of the Past Year. 

Brethren of the Convention, after this brief review of the past, let us call 
your attention to the history of the year now closing. 

The only change in the personel of the Board was caused by the removal of 
Rev. K. Wheeler from Hartford to Chicago, and of Rev. G. H. Miner from 
Mystic to Providence. As their term of office expires at this session no steps 
have been taken to fill the vacancies. The regular meetings of the Board, and 
of its executive committee have been held. No unusual action was taken 
that calls for special mention other than what will appear in the course of 
this report. At the semi-annual meeting of the Board, the Superintendent of 
Missions was re-elected for the year ending May 1st, 1894. 

Appropriations have been made to twenty-five churches, aggregating 
$2,765.50. Besides this, special gifts were made as follows: To Second 
Ansonia, $500 ; to New Haven Emmanuel, $350 ; and to Meriden German, 
$50. To these should be added the final payment made in behalf of the 
Memorial, Hartford, the interest money paid on the Shelton Church mort- 
gage, and on the New Hartford loan, and also the amount paid to the Moodus 
Church from the Cone fund, beyond the amount specified in the deed of 
trust. The entire amount thus appropriated to Churches and missions for 
the year will aggregate not far from $4,000. The report of your treasurer 
will give the exact figures. 

We are glad to say this does not represent all that our Churches have spent 
in aid of State Work. We may properly include under this head the outlay 
in behalf of the Hartford City Missions, and the New Haven City Missions, 
as also the monies given in New Britain, Waterbury and Bridgeport, Mystic, 
Norwich, and other cities for local mission work. Then in Cheshire, Mr. 
Josiah Hull, has at length realized his long cherished purpose, and at his own 
cost has built a Baptist Chapel at an expense for ground and building of $8,000 
or $9,000. No Church has yet been organized, but services are held every 
Sunday and a good deal of interest has already been manifested. We do not 
yet know what the outcome of this enterprise may be, but the outlook is en- 
couraging. And if, to all this, were the sum known, we were permitted to 
add the subscriptions made, by a few Baptists in New Haven, part of which 
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lias already been paid of $7,500 towards the erection of a new House of Wor- 
ship for one of the City Churches, we could easily figure up a grand total of 
$23—25,000 spent for purely mission work within our State. 

The Geneeal Outlook. 

Brethren of the Convention ; on a general gathering like this, in which all 
parts of the State, and all the Baptist interests of the State are properly re- 
presented, the general condition of our Churches will claim your attention. 
The Report of the Committee on the State of the Churches, which will be 
presented in the early meeting to-morrow morning, will deal with this matter 
j more fully. A few words will suffice for this part of our Report The year 

has not been signalized by any great revival movement. A few of our 
Churches have, however, received large accessions. The total number of 
bciptisms is 960. The general benevolence of our Churches will show a 
s gratifying increase. For this we are indebted to the stimulus of the Centen- 

ary movement. We rejoice in the gain made for this noble Christian charity, 
since in the end it cannot but turn to our advantage ; for the cultivation of 
the spirit of Missions in any line of work must, eventually, bear fruit along 
all lines. The changes in the ministry have been more than usually frequent. 
Twenty-five new Pastors have settled within the year and several other 
changes are imminent. 

The Associational Meetings were all of great interest, and gave promising 
indications that the year on which we are now entering, will be one of greater 
consecration to work, and of more perseverence in prayer than recent years 
have witnessed. It is one of the Divine compensations for such a time of 
stringency as this, that chiistians are more intent on the things of ihe King- 
dom, and the World more willing to hear the Gospel. Revivals of religion 
have generally followed reverses in business. So far as our fidelity to the 
Master can secure this desirable outcome of these “hard times,” let us see to 
it that this winter does not prove an exception to the general rule. 

Our Mission Churches. 

Brethren of the Convention ; we now turn to that which more nearly 
i concerns us, and will chiefiy occupy your deliberations, the present condi- 

tion of our aided churches. 

Two churches borne on our list last year are not represented this year. 
Tariffville has had no pastor, nor even a settled supply. Yet this is an 
interest that cannot be neglected. To settle a pastor there who could suc- 
cessfully cultivate the field will call for more pecuniary aid than the Board 
has been able to promise. 

The First North Stonington, or Pendleton Hill church, so long on our list, 
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has not settled a pastor since the death of Brother Chapman. Some of the 
members of this church were grieved at what they thought the unjust reflec- 
tions cast upon them, and have notified the Superintendent of Missions that 
they hope, hereafter, to get along alone. The church now has funds, part 
of which is in care of the Convention, which brings them in about $160 a 
year. The parish it occupies is a very large one, in territory, and is entirely 
dependent upon this church for all religious purposes. It is no easy matter 
to secure an efficient pastor for such a field at the salary this church can 
pay. 

Notwithstanding we have dropped these two churches from our roll, the 
entire number of churches aided this year is 31, against 30 for last year. 
Your Board made grants to three churches to meet especial emergencies; 
the Second Ansonia, the New Haven Immanuel, and the Meriden German. 
The Second Ansonia Church has built a house of worship which is a model 
of convenience and of economy. They have made very great sacrifices, and 
your Board donated $500 to them, to complete the payments for seating and 
heating their sanctuary. 

The New Haven Immanuel Church undertook to make an enlargement to 
their edifice. Perhaps the need was not as urgent as they thought. Cer- 
tainly they planned more expensively than their means warranted. They 
found themselves unable to finish the improvement. Your Board, or rather 
its executive committee, with much reluctance granted them $350. The 
improvement has cost them over $2,500, and there is still a debt upon them. 
It should, however, be said of this people that they have given very liberally, 
and this “out of the abundance of their deep poverty.” Their former 
pastor. Rev. G. H. Jackson, is now a missionary on the Congo. Rev. A. C. 
Powell has just begun his labors with them and the future looks hopeful. 

The German Church in Meriden which has for several years been self- 
supporting, found itself this summer seriously embarrassed in paying its 
current expenses, and providing for the interest on its parsonage. The 
Executive Committee authorized the payment of $50. 

Your Board has been called upon to extend aid, for the first time, in many 
years to the church in Old Lyme. The fund, which this church had received 
from Mr. Russell Jennings, has failed them, and they were unable to support 
their pastor. Rev. J. C. Gavin, who serves them in that office, has been 
doing very efficient work in all that neighborhood. We have appropriated 
$25 a quarter to that church. 

We would call your attention to the gratifying exhibit which the 31 aided 
churches make; of 193 baptisms; $23,228.52 raised on the field; and 
$2,366.53 given by them in benevolence. This shows, that in certainly most 
of these cases your help has not been given to those who do not help them- 
selves. 

The Hartford Memorial Church, having completed the payment of the 
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debt on their property, appear this year, for the last time, in the list of 
Mission Churches. Their record is a very honorable one. Twenty-five 
have been added by baptism. The pastor writes: “Few have joined us by 
letter ; but four are now in sight. Our section of the city is rapidly build- 
ing up, and many worship with us, and help sustain the work, who are not 
Baptists. The outlook is good for hard work, a steady growth, and great 
usefulness.” 

The Winsted Church, under the wise guidance of their pastor has experi- 
enced another year of prosperity. Brother Clark writes: “We are, at the 
present time, favored with a good degree of spiritual interest. There are 
enquirers at our young people’s meetings, and every indication of constant 
accessions to our numbers. Several new families have moved here, from 
whom we hope for additional strength. The church is thoroughly organized, 
in all departments of work. We are especially pleased with the cordial 
acknowledgment, of moral and spiritual force, accorded to the church by 
the older organizations on this field. We have every reason to bless God for 
His care of us, and to thank the Convention for its wisdom, and generosity 
in planting our church here.” 

The New Hartford church, having parted with its former pastor to the 
Clinton Church, has called Kev. H. E. Chapman. This brother is a child of 
the Pendleton Hill church, and, so, one of the fruits of our mission work. 

After having perseveringly pursued to the finish, a full course of education, 
he lias begun his pastorate with an appetite for hard work that is, in itself, 
an augury of success. 

The Salem Church has had a year of remarkable prosperity. Rev. T. J. 
Siegfried was called to the pastorate late last Fall. He was quick to see that 
there was a field for work outside his own little parish; and fixed his eye and 
his heart on the desolate region, of which the then moribund, but once 
fiourishing, Scott Hill church is the center. 

You will have the pleasure of hearing from this brother. But for the sake 
of those who will not hear him, we will let him speak for himself in this 
report. He writes : “ I have continued preaching at Scott Hill every Sabbath 
afternoon, and have conducted two services each week. Large congregations 
have earnestly listened to the word. Souls have been converted, and fifteen 
have been received by baptism. Sixty-six were present at a recent mid- 
week prayer meeting, and Sunday congregations have averaged over 100 for 
two months. The church has been re-organized, and incorporated to secure 
the property. I had hoped to be able at the end of the year to see these 
churches in condition to support themselves. But f300 is at once needed 
for repairs on Scott Hill, and we must still ask for aid.” The revival of 
these churches is little less than resurrection from among the dead. 

The Swedish Church in New Britain has been engaged in church building. 
They have acted under the advice of a committee, of which Mr. A. J. Slope 
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has been the chairman. It seemed advisable for them to build in the center 
where land is dear, and, being in the fire district they were compelled to 
build of brick. Their house, which is very complete, though plain, has cost 
them in all $11,464. Of this sum ‘the meml'crship has paid $4,083.50. They 
have collected from friends, $1,005. They hold unpaid subscriptions to the 
amount of $800. The debt at present, is a mortgage of $6,500, and a floating 
debt of $875.50. Large as the debt is the interest on it is little more than 
the rent they w'ere paying for a hall. Your board has given the church some 
encouragement that the Convention will lighten this burden. 

The Messiah [colored] Church in Bridgeport has been steadily pushing its 
work under great disadvantage. They have, at length, bought and paid for 
a good lot in a central location at a cost of $3,190. $1,600 of this was paid 

by the colored people themselves. They are hoping to build soon. Once in 
possession of a church, paid for, or nearly paid for, they would be self-sup- 
porting. So sacrificing a people deserve encouragement. 

There are other churches we should like to speak of particularly, did time 
permit; as the Meriden Swede, which has just called from Sweden Rev. T. 
Clafiford, so favorably known from his previous work in our Stale ; the New 
Haven Swede, which is much encouraged in its work under -the pastoral 
oversight of Rev. J. A. Westin; the Waterbury and Seymour German 
churches, well served by their pastor, W. A. Schoen ; and others. 

"Work foe the Future. 

Brethren of the Convention, you will be called upon to provide for the 
increasing demands the future is making upon us. 

The pleasant announcement has been made to your board that henceforth 
the German Church in New Britain is to be self-supporting. The church 
expresses most cordial thanks to you for your generous aid. 

We are also told that the Swedish Church in Bridgeport will ask no aid the 
coming year. However twenty-six out of thirty-one helped the past year 
have renewed their applications for continued appropriations. The urgent 
claims of two of these churches already alluded to, the New Britain Swede 
and the Bridgeport Messiah, will come before you for decision. It seems to 
your Board their appeals cannot be ignored. Is it not better for the Conven- 
tion to decide to give them generous assistance, and look to the churches for 
enlarged offerings, than for the pastors of these churches to attempt to canvass 
the State for money ? This latter method, to which they must resort if the 
Convention fails them, always creates a great deal of dissatisfaction. 

The attention of your Board is often called to the open door in Torrington, 
where a work similar to that in Winsted could at once be put into successful 
operation if only the same means were placed at our disposal. 

Two years since, your Superintendent of Missions made two or three visits 
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to Greenwich, a town of over 10,000 inhabitants, lying within the territory 
of Connecticut, but whose social and business life pertain almost wholly to 
New York City. He was promised then the proceeds that would accrue 
from the sale of the King Street Church property, amounting to $5,000 or 
$6,000, provided at least as much more would be subscribed towards the 
building of a Baptist Chapel. He tried to persuade some wealthy New 
York Baptists, property owners in Greenwich, to give for this object. His 
efforts then were unavailing. There are a good many Baptists there. With- 
in three weeks a definite offer has been made, by the Trustees of this prop- 
erty to turn it, or the avails of it over to the Convention on the condition that 
it be held in trust for a series of years to be used for chapel building, if con- 
ditions seem favorable. Should not some steps be taken at once towards 
making these favorable conditions ? Greenwich is fast building up. It is 
already only a part of the greater New York. The longer work is delayed 
on such a field, the more difficult and the more expensive to begin such an 
enterprise. * 

WoEK Especially Urgent. 

Whatever may be your opinion of the advisability of entering upon the 
work just indicated, we are all agreed that work among the French residents 
in the Eastern part of our State should again claim our sympathy and assist- 
ance. The Committee of Arrangements has provided that you shall hear 
Rev. A. St. James, a French pastor from Worcester, Mass., speak for his 
people. He will tell you that the Home Mission Society has already appoint- 
ed Mr. Daniel Leclaire, to labor as a preacher and visitor to the French in Put- 
nam, Danielsonville and Willimantic. But this appointment is conditioned 
upon his being accepted as your Missionary also. The brother is spoken of 
as “a first class missionary, quick, energetic, aggressive, yet judicious. He 
was a skilled and prosperous mechanic, earning more wages than he will ever 
receive in the calling to which he is now devoting himself. 

It cannot be said that this mission was in the past unsuccessful, though 
prosecuted only intermittingly. Sixty additions to the Putnam church —and 
30 to the church in Danielsonville is a good return for the little work done. 
We bespeak your interest in this important work. 

Nor Brethren can we longer remain indifferent to the interests of the tens 
of thousatOds of Italians who are pouring into our State ; and very many of 
whom are to settle permanently among us. It is said that of all the Papists 
the Italians are the least attached to the Papacy. 

In their Fatherland they have acquired a love of national freedom, which 
the Roman Hierarchy has done its best to suppress. The missions of our 
Southern Board in Italy have brought about the conversion of very many. 
Among these there must be — or soon will be — a goodly number called to 
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labor in the Gospel. A few of the Italians have been gathered into some of 
our churches. Pastor Rhoades of Stamford, who has had some experience 
in this hne, will plead for these people, who need your help all the more 
because they have not asked for it. 

A PoEWAED Movement. 

And now, Brethren of the Convention, in view of all these conditions is it 
not apparent that some stalwart methods should be adopted to awaken a 
new interest in State Missions, which should always be first in the prayers, 
and in the alms of Connecticut Baptists ? 

No one will say that a people who can raise for all religious purposes 
nearly a Quarter of a Million of Dollars every year have begun to do their 
utmost when they have given less than $4,000 to our Convention. Brethren 
of the churches, it is for you to say what should be done, how it should be 
done, and who shall see that it is done. The Board is but your servant ; any 
agent or employee of the Board only is a servant of servants. Te are the 
masters— under Christ. May His Spirit direct. 

Foreseeing that some change must be imminent, the Board appointed an 
able Committee, of which Rev. J. H. Mason is Chairman, to formulate and 
present to your body some plan of action. This Committee has presented 
their report to your Board, and has been requested to offer to you for your 
consideration a resolution looking to the employment of additional evange- 
listic agency. This is only in the line of the almost continuous policy of the 
Convention. We trust the suggestion will meet with your hearty approval, 
and that your prayers for the success of such a movement may aid the Board 
in the difficult task of securing the right man for such a work. 

You will see, however, that the suggestion of this Committee provides for 
the supply of only one of our piessing needs. There remains still the en. 
largement of our work among the foreigners — the assistance needed in the 
erection of churches — and the demand for the planting of new interests, and 
the large needed increase of the contributions of the churches to meet these 
wants. 

We trust there will be frank and full discussion, that all interests will be 
conserved, and the best all-around policy be adopted. May we not celebrate 
the close of this 7th decade of our Convention life, by moving grandly for- 
ward, with a consecrated purpose, and a holy ambition to make the Past, 
which is bright, seem like darkness itself in the greater light of the hastening 
Future — “ Speak to the children of Israel that they go Foewaed.”

TXJESI3A.Y ^FTERNOOISJ. 


At the call of Vice-President Gallup, the Convention re- 
assembled at 2:30 p. m. After singing ‘‘All Hail the Power 
of Jesus’ Name” Eev. G. M. Stone, D.D., offered prayer. 

The Committee on Nominations reported a printed ballot, — 
tellers were appointed, and they reported that a majority of the 
ballots cast were in favor of the j)ersons recommended by the 
Committee on Nominations, and the Chair declared them 
elected. 

EEPORTS FROM THE FIELD. 

Eev. T. J. Siegfried of Salem said: 

“January 1, 1893, we had twenty-six members, a good meeting-house, a 
comfortable parsonage and no debt. They had around them the sons and 
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daughters of the old members ; but the people had become discouraged, the 
doors were closed, the Sabbath ceased to be regarded ; the children of the 
faithful ones became indifferent and work was prosecuted and pleasures in- 
dulged. A pastor was supported for one year but the results were discour- 
aging. 

I came and looked over the field, and felt that the prospect of growth for 
Salem alone was not such as to wai’rant the Convention to continue their ap- 
propriations, but if Scott Hill could be opened and revived the two could be 
united and the work prosecuted. In view of this I undertook the work ; the 
hand of the Lord has been with us, souls have been converted, and twelve 
added by baptism. 

Every one was discouraged at Scott Hill, but the house was opened, the 
word preached, the people came, the Holy Spirit was poured out, fifteen 
have been baptized, a Young People’s Society organized with forty members ; 
I have counted sixty-six present at a mid-week prayer meeting, and we gen- 
erally have at least one hundred out at the Sabbath service. But we shall 
need help for a little while. 

The best young men and women go from the country to the city and 
strengthen the city churches. It is necessary that in some places two or 
more country churches combine and thus support a pastor. I have visited 
and canvassed the fields covered by Lakes Pond and Chesterfield where we 
have good houses, and a good prospect if laborers can be secured. They 
have no debts to embarrass them, no houses to build, and nothing seems 
wanting to success but the securing of a devoted pastor, and active work on 
the part of the faithful few. 

Swedish Missions. 

Eev. T. Clafford of Meriden said : 

“ When I came to this State there were two small churches of Swedish 
Baptists, one in Bridgeport and one in New Haven, numbering in all fifty- 
five members; now we have 350 members in seven churches. Work was 
begun in New Britain in 1883 and now they have seventy members; from 
this church the work has branched out until now we have missions organized 
in Bristol, Waterbury, Hartford and Meriden. We have three houses of wor- 
ship worth in the aggregate $27,000. We are very grateful to the Conven- 
tion for the help given. 

Our people are a self-denying, hard working people ; and very earnest in 
trjfing to win their countrymen to Christ. There are ten or twelve thousand 
Swedes in the State, and we really need a missionary to travel amongst these 
people and bring them into our American Baptist churches.” 
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Old Chtjeohes. 

Eev. H. E. Chapman of New Hartford spoke first in behalf 
of the Pendleton Hill Church : 

“This church has been for a year without a pastor ; but has had supplies 
occasionally. It has a nominal membership of seventy -four, but only nine- 
teen are resident members. It has a good church and parsonage, and no debt. 
They have been seeking for a pastor all through the year but have not yet se- 
cured one. They have $400 pledged toward the support of a pastor. Over 
seventy were present last Sabbath, and more than forty in the evening. The 
salvation of this church depends upon their hovering under the wings of this 
Convention. 

In regard to the New Hartford Church, Mr. Chapman said : This church 
is in a village near two railroads We are surrounded by foreigners. Near my 
door is a shop that employs 700 hands, three-fourths of whom are foreigners ; 
and one-half Catholic ; bnt there is a feeling that the Catholic church does 
not meet their needs, and that the priest is not very much interested in them. 
Few of the older people can speak the English language, so that it is difficult 
for me to talk with them. We have a good house of worship and a fine par- 
sonage, both owned by this Convention. The church numbers fifty-five. 
We are amongst the Catholics, and the question is will they make Catholics 
of us, or shall we make Protestants of them ?” 

APPEALS FOR NEW WORK.

Rev. A. St. James, of Worcester, Mass., said : 

“ Brethren, my heart’s desire and prayer to God for Israel is, that they 
might be saved. For I bear them record that they have a zeal of God, but 
not according to knowledge. For they being ignorant of God’s righteousness, 
and going about to establish their own righteousness, have not submitted 
themselves unto the righteousness of God. ” It is singular that these words 
were written to the Romans, and are still appropriate for the Romans in the 
19th century. That is the condition of my countrymen ; they endeavor by 
their own good works and by indulgences to establish religion, and not by 
Jesus Christ ; and if we notice the tactics of the pope we shall see that they 
desire to establish their own decrees and not the word of God which is the 
power of God unto salvation. 

There are nearly one million of my countrymen who have come from 
Canada ; their condition is not inclined to stimulate pride in one of their 
number. In a brick yard in Massachusetts there are 100 bright intelligent 
men, but only six of them can read. Such a condition should awaken our 
zeal and ambition to work for them. 
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In the finest cathedrals they are being led by pictures and not by the word 
of God. We have now fifteen laborers at work amongst this people and 
some are leaving the Catholics to unite with us. , We do not want a French 
Baptist Church, but we want a chapel with French services, and as soon as 
possible, we desire to be merged into the great body of English people. 
Just as soon as they are converted they wish to learn to read the word of 
God.” 


Italian Missions. 

Rev. 0. L. Rhoades of Stamford said : 

“When I first came to Stamford I was brought in contact with the Italians. 
I have found them a very devout people, for they will walk from three to 
eight miles every Sabbath to attend their own church ; and it needs the 
out-pouring of the Holy Spirit that we may speak to them, in the language 
of their own heart’s interest, the things of God. 

By marrying a couple in our church their interest in us was awakened, and 
I have had the privilege of baptizing a few already ; and now we have from 
five to fifteen at every service. One is a cobbler, and works at his bench 
with his bible open before him ; night after night he comes to me for instruc- 
tion, and then he teaches the children about Jesus ; he cannot seem to meet 
one of his own people without telling him of Jesus ; and in his method of 
working he is very wise ; the time is soon coming when we shall set him apart 
to preach to others. 

The Italians are a clannish people, and wonderfully persevering. What 
they grasp they always conquer ; they have taken possession of the fruit in- 
dustry in our cities and now are pushing forward for other things. The old 
Roman world is waking up again, and is coming into our country, and it is 
only by meeting them with the Gospel of Christ that we can win them for 
Jesus, and for this country. God has laid them at our doors and we are the 
ones to give an account unto God for them. We need to lay ourselves on 
the altar of God and then we can speak in every language under heaven. I 
am feeling that I can put this Spirit of God into the Italian mind and heart. 
We do not want to antagonize the Catholics but win them, — hold up Jesus 
and he will draw all men unto him. I am ready to open my heart and 
church to every man for whom Jesus died ; and if we do this all nationalities 
will melt in one, and there shall be one Christ and God will help us.” 

Voted, That the report of the Board of Trustees be taken from 
the table, accepted and ordered printed. 

The Special Committee on Convention Work presented through 
the Chairman, Rev. J. H. Mason, the following resolution : 
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“ Besolved, that we recommend to the Convention to instruct its Executive 
Committee to secure, if possible, an evangelistic missionary for six months, 
beginning Nov. 1st, 1 893, or as soon as possible, to work among such churches 
and in such communities, as the Committee may deem wise ; with the under- 
standing that his compensation be arranged for outside the Convention funds.”

After singing “ Hark, 
the song of Jubilee,” Rev. W. D. McKinney of Ansonia, led in 
prayer. 

Rev. W. P. Chiprnan, D.D., gave the report of the Committee 
on Foreign and Home Missions. 

REPORT OP MISSIONARY COMMITTEE. 

Brethren of the Convention : 

One thing your committee will take for 
granted in presenting this report to you. It is this: That the need, import- 
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ance, and duly of sustaining missions at home and abroad is conceded by 
every earnest and thoughtful follower of the Lord Jesus. A more pertinent 
question, therefore, faces us to-day: What are the Baptists of Connecticut 
doing towards this end? Or subdividing this question: Are they doing all 
that they can for the evangelization of their own land and the world ? Are 
they doing even their proportionate part in this direction ? A few plain facts 
concerning our church benevolence may help us in our answer. 

Look first at the Home Mission work : Every American patriot recognizes 
that one of the burning questions of our day is the evangelization of North 
America. How much and how fully have the Baptist churches of this State 
contributed in the last year for this purpose ? The latest published report of 
our churches reveals the following facts : thirty-nine of the churches, or more 
than one-quarter of the total number, gave nothing to the Home Mission 
Society ; twenty-five other churches contributed to Home Missions only 
through their Women’s Societies ; leaving but seventy-two, or a trifie more 
than one-half of the whole number, that contributed directly to the Home 
Mission treasury. The total amount given by the Baptists of Connecticut 
during the fiscal jmar ending April 1st, 1893, was, as reported from the Society’s 
own books, |15, 740.04; but of this sum over $8,000 was from legacies; 
therefore, churches and individuals gave less than seven thousand dollars, or, 
taking the total membership of our churches, gave an average of lut a trifle 
more than thirty cents each. 

Turn now to the Foreign field : The work of carrying the gospel to the 
heathen abroad is one that ought to appeal to every lover of mankind, and 
stir to its very depths the heart of every one who loves Him who gave 
Himself for the lost. To what extent are the hearts of Connecticut Baptists 
moved to go into all the world to preach the gospel ? The most recent 
statistics show that thirty-seven of our churches— still again more than one- 
quarter of the whole number— contributed nothing to the Foreign work ; 
fifteen other churches contributed only through their Women’s societies; 
leaving eighty-four churches, or about three-fifths of the whole, that contri- 
buted directly to the Missionary Union treasury. Now as to the amount 
given. As reported by the treasurer of the Missionary Union the total 
amount contributed by the Baptists of the State during the year ending 
April 1st, 1893— the Centennial year— was $20,779.89; an average from our 
church members 6i a fraction over ninety cents each. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, they are not entitled to so large a credit. Legacies and special individ- 
ual offerings reduce the total amount contributed by about one-third, and 
the average per member undergoes a similar decrease, and becomes a trifie 
over sixty cents. Or, taking both Home and Foreign Missions, the Connec- 
ticut Baptists contributed to their united treasuries during the last fiscal 
year a little less than one dollar each. 

How does this compare with our nearest neighbors — the Baptists of Rhode

Island, of Massachusetts, and of New York ? These States are taken simply 
because they are next to us. Computing their offerings to Home and Foreign 
Missions from the same reports, in the same way, and for the same time, we 
have the following result : Against our dollar per member contributed to 
Home and Foreign Missions, Rhode Island puts $1.23, New York $1.46, and 
Massachusetts $2.08; the latter State giving more than onei[dollar per mem- 
ber above our own membership average. 

It is true, of course, that another factor should come in here, in order to 
fix definitely our ratio of giving with that of our neighboring Baptists— 
namely their wealth and our wealth. Unfortunately the requisite data 
could not be obtained. But are not the facts already given sufficiently accu- 
rate to warrant these conclusions : 

First. — There are still too many of our churches that need to cultivate 
that liberality which the Apostle Paul commended in the churches of Mace- 
donia, and urged upon the church at Corinth in the words : “See that ye 
abound in this grace also. I speak not by commandment, but by occasion 
of the forwardness of others, and to prove the sincerity of your love. For 
ye know the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, that, though He was rich, yet 
for your sakes He became poor, that ye through His poverty might be rich.” 

Second. — We also have too large a number of our churches, that, shirking 
the duty and privilege clearly laid upon them by the Divine Word, seem to 
manifest their benevolence only through their Women’s societies. In no 
sense would we disapprove of what is done through these most commendable 
channels of benevolence, but we do deplore the tendency altogether too 
prevalent to delegate entirely to the women of our churches the benevolence 
of our churches, or the disposition to transpose to some other organization a 
responsibility which clearly belongs to the church herself. Never were the 
words of the Master Himself more applicable: “These ought ye to have 
done, and not to leave the other undone.” 

Third. — Making every possible allowance for a difference in financial 
ability, the wide divergence between tbe contributions of Connecticut 
Baptists per capita to Missions and those of the Baptists of the adjoining 
States, can be accounted for only by the humiliating conclusion that the 
members of our churches have failed to recognize as clearly as their brothers 
and sisters in the other States the meaning of the Apostolic injunction res- 
pecting the duty of giving: “As God hath prospered you;” or the great 
Divine law as disclosed in the words of the Wise man: “There is that 
scattereth and yet increaseth ; and there is that withholdeth more than is 
meet, but it tendeth to poverty.” 

Fourth. — When we remember that in many of our churches there are 
liberal men and women, contributing not merely their dollars, but their tens 
and their hundreds to Home and Foreign Missions, and yet the general 
yearly average to these united treasuries is scarcely one dollar per member,

it follows that there must still be a large number in our churches who give 
nothing at all for the evangelization of our land or the world— a fact so 
deplorable as to call, in the judgment of your committee, for the profoundest 
humiliation on the part of every lover of missions, and a continuous suppli- 
cation unto God that He will baptize our entire church membership with 
that Spirit embodied in the words : “ It is more blessed to give than to 

receive.” 

Brethren, this spirit of giving our church members must have if we prove 
equal to the emergency already at hand. A two-fold crisis confronts us. 
The world is pouring its nationalities in at our doors, and never were the 
demands for Home evangelization so great. The nations of the East, on 
the other hand, are not only famishing for the Truth, but already recognize 
their own hunger, and clamor; “ Give us the Bread of Life or we die.” In 
the language of another, “The church must be in the swing of this mighty 
movement, and pour tides of divine life through it all, or the last state 
of these pagan populations will be worse than the first.” The struggle is 
inevitable, the men are ready for the fray, what we wait for is the sinews of 
war— money. Our missionary societies, impatient at the delay, stand like 
Oliver Twist, with extended hands, crying, “More! More!” They know 
that the followers of Christ have the wealth, and can, if they will, surrender 
it for the Master’s use. The success of the Centennial fund is proof of the 
fact. But that success must be repeated this year, and repeated not for the 
Missionary Union alone. The Home Mission work demands as much more. 
Shall the treasuries of these societies be filled to overfiowing ? The answer, 
Baptists of Connecticut, is, in a measure, in your hands. Of Washington it 
is frequently said : “He was first in war, first in peace, and first in the 
hearts of his countrymen. ” In the work of Home and Foreign evangeliza- 
tion, let it, brethren, be said of us, They are first — first to work, first to 
pray, first to give.

Morgan ; in which he showed in a clear and forcible way the be- 
ginning, progress, present conditions and needs of the work 
amongst the colored people of the South. 

Rev. H. .0. Mabie, D. D., delivered an intensely interesting 
addi’ess on Foreign Missions. The nature and importance of 
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the work, and our personal responsibility were so presented that 
few will forget his words. His recent visit to the Foreign 
Field, and his acquaintance with Dr. Clough’s work, made his 
description of the scenes he had witnessed in Telugu very vivid. 

After singing, “Jesus shall reign where’er the sun,” Eev. S. 
D. Phelps, D.D., pronounced the benediction and the Convention 
adjourned until 8:30 Wednesday morning. 


WEDNESDA-Y MORNING. 


The Convention re-assembled at 8:30 a.m. , L. A. Gallup in 
the chair. After singing “Stand up my soul,” Rev. E. T. His- 
cox, D. D., of New York, led in prayer. 

Rev. W. P. Elsdon, in behalf of the Committee, presented 
the following. 

REPORT ON THE STATE OP THE CHURCHES. 

Your Committee on the State of the Churches begs to report : 

That while the record of baptisms for the year reaches the second place 
it falls somewhat below that of last year, when the highest point was reach- 
ed. 

Six churches in the Ashford Association report 57 baptisms ; a gain of 35, 
while 11 churches report no baptisms. The Fairfield Association reports 121 
baptisms ; a loss of 2. The Hartford Association 168, against 194 ; a loss of 
26 ; the New Haven Association, 314, against 359 ; a loss of 45. The most 
notable record of the year was made by the New London Association, which 
reports an addition of one church and 274 baptisms, against 119 last year; 
a gain of 155. In the Stonington Union Association there have been 26 bap- 
tisms in 10 churches, (7 churches reporting none) against 96 last year, a loss 
of 70. 

The largest number of baptisms by churches, is 67 in the Norwich Central 
church. The First Waterford following with 47, and the Calvary, New Ha- 
ven, with 42. The most notable, however, are the Colchester church, which 
has enjoyed a remarkable work of grace, and has baptized 32 believers ; and 
the Winsted church which has baptized 21. 
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The instability of the pastorate is still a conspicuous feature of our church 
life. Inconstant lovers we are ; pulpit and pew, pastor and people. Wooed 
yesterday ; won to-day ; widowed to-niorrow ! Not more than 27 pastorates 
date their beginning back of 1890, and only 4 reach a full decade of years. 
During the past year 21 changes have occurred, and some others are immi- 
nent. Beyond all question, more, and better work would be done, and larger 
results would be secured, if men did not so frequently part asunder those 
whom God has, presumably, joined together. 

Our gratitude is due to the Rev. J. S. James, D. D., for the note of alarm 
he has sounded aneut the steady depletion of our Sunday schools, and for the 
untiring and effective work that made so helpful and, in every way, success- 
ful the recent meeting of our Bible School Convention. Good work for the 
churches is also being done by our Young People’s Union. It has won its 
right to the fullest recognition, and the heartiest cooperation that may be 
given it. At the time when the pupil is becoming his own teacher it is 
greatly wise to provide such nurture as is projected in the Union’s “ Christ- 
ian Culture Course.” This way lies hope. 

The field occupied by the churches of this Convention has greatly changed 
since the days of the fathers, and it is painfully evident that the end is not 
yet. The conditions of success have, measurably, changed with the chang- 
ing field. We need a new objective point, Protestant New England is hard- 
ly Protestant to-day ; it is largely Roman Catholic and Pagan. While we 
had, in 1850, gained in the State, from 1 in 36, to 1 in 23, we have been fall- 
ing beliind since, till, in 1890, we were 1 in 33. Possibly other evangelical 
bodies make no better showing, yet it is full time that we, sleeping at Troas, 
and heard the cry of the Macedonians who have themselves crossed the sea, 
and at our bedsides make their appeal. If we wake to our opportunity, realize 
our responsibility, and sanctify ourselves to our duty, difficult though our 
task may be, the key of the future shall yet he ours. The Lord, “whose we 
are, and whom we serve,” will wonderously bless, and abundantly reward, 
genuine and consecrated evangelistic work.

The discussion of this report included Brief Eeports from 
different parts of the State.” 

Eev. J. B. Lemon said: 

“ We had the Convention last year, and we have had the best year we ever 
had. I trust the same blessing will be left here. In our association the rolls 
were in bad shape, but have now been revised. Our association shows twice 
as many baptisms as last year. All our fields are now manned and we are 
ready for aggressive work.”

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Eev. F. E. Robbins said: ^ 

“The Fairfield Association is advancing; new churches are being built; 
our churches are well manned. W e are ready for the Lord’s work to begin. 
We increased our benevolence last year.” 

Rev. W. L. Swan said: 

“There seems a very hopeful prospect for the work in South-Eastern 
Connecticut ; there is an increasing interest, especially in Groton and Ston- 
iugton. ” 

Rev. E. M. Poteafc said: 

“In our New Haven Association there was an earnest discussion on the 
State of Religion in our Churches ; and the result was that we appointed a 
committee to secure more fellowship and co-operation in the churches ; they 
are to do evangelistic work.” 

Rev. J. S. James said: 

“There are features of hopefulness in the Hartford Association. The 
Memorial Church is out of debt ; the church at New Britain and those in 
Suffield are prospering. We are awake with a sense of our need. We have 
had a net growth of two per cent, in ten years ; but with our opportunities 
we ought to do much better than this.” 

Yoted, To accept the report and print it in the minutes. 

Voted, To adopt the report of the Committee on Home and 
Foreign Missions and print it in the minutes. 

Rev. Gr. W. F. Foulke, of Bridgeport, spoke of the need for a 
colored Baptist Church in Danbury, and also of the need of a 
missionary to work amongst the colored people of the State. 

Rev. W. D. McKinney said: 

“I have a feeling of need for the help of Christ; I want to impart the 
truth to others. How can we make our churches more fruitful? We are 
witnesses of the greatest truths, and are to be separated from the world as no 
other people can be ; we have died, been buried and risen with our blessed 
Lord and Master. Mr. Spurgeon said, “Remember the Holy Ghost will 
only bless in conformity with his own set purpose, the Lord explains what 
that purpose is, — “ He shall glorify me,” — he has come for that purpose ; he 
will take nothing short of it. If we do not preach Christ what will the Lord 
do with our preaching.” 

After an announcement by tlie Vice-President, the Convention 
adjourned until 2.30 p. m. 
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At 2.30 p. M. Vice-President Gallup called the Convention 
to order. Eev. J. P. Brown offered prayer. 

Eev. G. F. Genung in behalf of the Committee presented the 
following report on Place and Preacher for the next session. 

“The Committee on Place and Preacher for next session respectfully 
report : 

That the thanks of this Convention are due to two churches for hospitable 
invitations to meet with them, — the First Baptist Chm’ch of New London, 
and the Central Baptist Church of Norwich ; but that in view of the longer 
lapse of time since their meeting with the latter church, the Committee 
recommend that the invitation of the Central Chui’ch of Norwich be 
accepted. 

For preacher they recommend the Rev. J. B. Lemon, and for alternate, 
the Rev. C. L. Rhoades.” 

Voted , — To accept the report. 

Eev. J. S. James, D.D., presented the report on the election 
of Trustees. 

Voted , — That we receive the report and proceed to the elec- 
tion of Trustees. 

/ 

Voted , — That the election be by ballot, and -that tellers be 
appointed, the Chair appointed Bro. Palmer Bill, Pastors 
Phelps, Miller, and Ogden. The tellers reported that the 
names presented for Trustees had received a majority of the 
votes, and they were declared elected. 

In the place of a report by the Committee on Temperance. 
Eev. J. H. James, Secretary of the Connecticut Temperance 
Union made a brief address on Temperance, and presented the 
following resolution : 


Temperance. 

Besol'oed:—T\\di\, this Convention hails with joy and devout gratitude the 
tokens of a “ Temperance revival ” in Connecticut, and recognizes in recent 
victories God’s call to a forward movement of increasing vigor. We believe 
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in pledge work and commend efforts to induce all, who will do so with an 
intelligent purpose, to sign a pledge of total abstinence. We regard scientific 
temperance teaching in schools as a pi’eventive agency of great value and in- 
sist that no pupil should be allowed to pass through a Connecticut public 
school, without gaining a clear knowledge of the danger in any use of intox- 
icants or narcotics. Especially do we rejoice in the recent magnificent vote 
against license, the largest ever cast in the State, and we urge the most rigid 
enforcement of all laws against the drink traffic. We plead for the constant 
use of all means, legal, social, moral and spiritual for the stay of intemper- 
ance. As the legalized dram-shop is the mightiest center and embodiment of 
all that is vile and all that is baneful to Society, we pledge ourselves anew to 
tireless effort for the extirpation of the saloon. Recognizing the Temperance 
organizations and leagues for law enforcement as valuable coadjutors in this 
work, we recommend to our people such co-operation with them as will give 
their efforts the largest possible effectiveness. 

Upon the motion of Rev. Gr. M. Stone, D.D., there was added 
the following resolution : 

“ Resolved: That we recognize with gratitude to our Heavenly Father the 
work done in the State through Thomas E. Murphy.” 

Rev. J. S. James, D.D.,ui'ged that Mr. S. P. Thrasher of the 
Law and Order League he introduced to the Convention. 

Mr. Thrasher was introduced, and briefly explained the pur- 
pose of the League, its methods of work, and told of some of 
the work already done. 

The following brethren spoke of their desire for the enforce- 
ment of existing laws, and in favor of the “ Law and Order 
League as the best means of securing this enforcement : J. H. 
Mason, S. 0. Preston, P. Hungate, E. T. Miller and J. S. 
James. 

Yoted, That the resolutions on Temperance be adopted and 
printed in the minutes. 

Rev. A. J. Chandler presented the report of the Committee 
on Bible School Work : 

REPORT ON BIBLE SCHOOLS. 

Your committee on Bible School work would respectfully report as follows ; 

It is a well known, yet startling fact that 50,000 children of school age in 
Connecticut are outside of evangelical Sunday schools. 
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For the Christianization of these non-attendants we must bear at least 
our share of responsibility. They are growing up in ignorance of God, and 
the Bible. They are surrounded also with corrupting and pernicious influ- 
ences. 

Have we done all that we can to save them ? Can we not do more ? Has 
not the time come to take still more advanced steps in our Bible School work ? 

In our last Convention minutes the reported number in our Sunday Schools 
is less than it had been for several years. Ten years ago we reported 30,810 
church members, last year 23, 077. Ten years ago we reported in our Sun- 
day Schools about 33,000, last year 17,748 or 4,253 less than the enrollment 
at the beginning of the decade. Thus you see while we have gained in 
church membership, we have lost sadly in our Sunday School enrollment. 

The Convention minutes report also a Sunday School membership for the 
last year of 5,339 less than that of the churches. If all the mission schools 
were included in the report, our Sunday School enrollment would, doubtless, 
be much larger. 

But how to win to Christ, those already in our schools, and to heartily co- 
operate in gathering in the neglected children, youth and adults, demands 
the most prayerful thought, consideration, and action. 

We note with pleasure a deepening and growing interest in our Bible 
School work. We believe the outlook is more promising than for many years. 
Many of our Bible Schools have never been as large and efficient as at the 
present time. 

We note with pleasure also the great work of our State Bible School Union. 
The meetings held under the direction of President James, at Crescent 
Beach, the last two days of August, were full of interest and spiritual power. 
The Union should have the hearty co-operation of every Baptist Bible 
School in the State. 

Your Committee would also recommend the Home Department in every 
Sunday School. 

Missionary and temperance lessons should be faithfully taught. 

We would urge a more general use of Bibles and a more guarded use of 
“Lesson Helps" in preparing and teaching the lesson. The “Lesson Help” 
should not help the Bible out of the Sunday School, and out of our homes, 
and the hands of our boys and girls. 

We recommend that pastors, superintendents, teachers and parents make 
an effort to secure a larger attendance of the members of the Sunday School 
upon the preaching services. We believe the tendency is in the right direc- 
tion. If our service must be neglected let it be the Sunday School rather 
than the preaching. 

We recommend, too, more systematic effort and fidelity in home mission- 
ary work, more effort to bring the children of unchristian parents and all 
classes into our schools. This work should be done every week, by every 
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member of the school. “The Son of man came to seek and to sam that 
which was lost.” 

Your committee feel deeply the needs of our Sunday Schools, and would 
suggest the appointment of a committee, either by the Convention or the 
Bible School Union, to devise plans and means for more aggressive work. 
It was in connection with the labors of an energetic Sunday School Mission- 
ary that our Bible School work was the most prosperous.

Eev. F. E. Eohbins spoke in favor of Blakeslee’s lessons. 
Eev. W. L. Swan wished for something better than the Interna- 
tional System. 

Eev. E. E. Fisher thought a place should be given for a re- 
port from the Mission Sunday Schools. 

Eev. Gr. F. Genting said that many of the mission schools are 
not altogether Baptist, so that they could not be reported. 

Eev. P. S. Evans said that he included mission schools in his 
reports whenever it could be done. 

Bro. Giles Potter spoke of the help received through the pub- 
lication of a little paper in the New Haven Association. The 
enrollment has increased 300 the past year. We have five mis- 
sion schools which are entirely Baptist. 

Eev. J. 0. Breaker, emphasized the importance of having 
bibles in the Sunday School. It is important that we get to 
studying the bible rather than the helps. 

Eev. J. B. Lemon said, we are about to try an experiment 
with the kindergarten system. 

Voted, To adopt the report on Bible School work. 

Eev. E. P. Bond presented the report of the Committee on 
Obituaries : 
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REPORT ON OBITUARIES. 

There were reported at the several Associations of the State 336 deaths in 
the churches during the year. Many of them were aged ones who had wit- 
nessed by their devout lives to the efficacy of the gospel of salvation. Of 
their trials and conflicts, of their words and deeds, most of us can know but 
little, but their record is on high. 

Rev. E. Hayden Watrous, died Nov. 5, 1892, at Deep River, at the age of 
62 years, where he had spent a large portion of his youth and where he was 
converted. He studied at the Connecticut Literary Institution, and was or- 
dained at Three Rivers, Mass. He had one pastorate in this State at Col- 
chester ; but his other pastorates were in Rhode Island, New Hampshire, 
Vermont and Massachusetts. On some of these fields of his labors he was 
instrumental in winning many souls. He was a reverent student of the 
Bible. Failing health compelled him to relinquish pastoral work, and under 
the shadows of a distressing nervous prostration he ended his own life. But 
the record of earnest and faithful labor for Christ remains. 

Rev. Wm. Y. Garner died very suddenly at his home in Bridgeport, Nov. 
23, 1892, at the age of 58 years. He was born in Wales, but came to this 
country in early life. He had pastorates in Binghamton, New York ; St. 
Johns, New Brunswick ; Boston, Mass ; Concord, N. H. ; and finally became 
pastor of the First Baptist church in Bridgeport in 1884, where he labored 
for seven years. After resigning this pastorate he supplied the church in 
Stratfield. He was an able preacher, a faithful pastor, and a noble Christian 
man, beloved by all who knew him. 

Rev. Noyes W. Miner died in Paterson, N. J., April 14, 1893, at the age of 
71 years. He was born in Stonington, March 10, 1822. He prepared for 
college at the Connecticut Literary Institution, graduated from Trinity Col- 
lege, Hartford, in 1836, and then spent two years at Newton Theological In- 
stitution. His first pastorate was in East Longmeadow, Mass. He removed 
to Lebanon in this State where he labored three years, during which time 
there was a remarkable and extensive revival under his labors. He was also 
pastor at Peekskill, N. Y. His longest and most successful pastorate was at 
Springfield, 111., the home of Abraham Lincoln. Here he continued fourteen 
years, and many prominent men were converted under his ministry. His 
other pastorates were Belvidere, 111. ; Oshkosh, Wis., ; Trenton, N. J. ; and 
Groton in this State. The last eight years of his life were given to the Bap- 
tist Minister’s Home in New York, of which he was the Corresponding and 
Financial Secretary. He threw his heart into the work, and labored earn- 
estly to provide for the aged and needy veterans of the ministry. He was a 
preacher who reached the hearts of men with the truths of the gospel. 

Rev. Robert McGonnegal died at Norwalk, Dec. 4, 1892, at the age of 
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eighty years. He had retired from active work on account of the infirmities 
of age. He had served as pastor in this State at Deep River and Norwalk. 
Of his labors elsewhere we cannot speak. He was a man of devout piety 
and was ranked as an able preacher. 

We may mention a few others of the many who have “ passed over the 
river,” and among them Mr. William Wiley of Hartford, one of the constit- 
uent members of the Asylum Avenue church, of which he was an interested 
and active member. He was extensively known and highly esteemed. His 
death occurred Nov. 4, 1892, at the age of 71 years. 

The church in West Hartford has been called to part with one of its tried, 
steadfast and faithful members, Dea. Charles Ramsay, who died Nov. 28, 
1892. He was one of the constituent members of this church, long served it 
as deacon, and was an example of unwavering faith in God and of constant 
devotion to the Master. 

The church in Tariffville has been bereaved of one of its long tried mem- 
bers in the person of Mr. James Reid, who came to that place from Scotland 
in his early manhood, and for half a century or more quietly but steadily pur- 
sued his Christian pilgrimage. He died in Simsbury May 24, 1893, in the 
75th year of his age. 

In the death of Deacon John Gallup, the Union Church at Mystic lost one 
of its oldest and worthiest members. From early life he had been a disciple 
of Christ. For a quarter of a century he had served the church as deacon. 
Loyal and true to the end, he passed, away June 7, 1893, at the age of 84 
years. 

Another honored veteran who has gone from us is Deacon Gilbert Stevens 
of Deep River, who died June 25, 1893, at the ripe age of 89 years. For 
more than 60 years he had held the office of deacon, and was always true to 
the faith and loyal to the Master. 

Mr. George T. Utley, who died in Hartford suddenly, June 19, 1893, at 
the age of 48 years, was the efficient and beloved superintendent of the Sun- 
day school of the First Baptist church of that city. In his work for the 
school, and by the sterling integrity of his character he has left a memory that 
will not pass away. 

Mr. Frank S. Brown, one of the leading merchants of Hartford for many 
years, and a loyal and helpful member of the South Baptist church in Hart- 
ford, died in Pasadena, Cal, Sept. 25, of this year, at the age of 60 years. 
Failing health led him to remove to the Pacific coast about one year ago. 
Health did not return to him in his new home, but he has gone to the land 
where none say, I am sick. 

These are a few of the many who have, during the past year, gone to 
the meeting place of the church of the first born, whose names are enrolled 
in Heaven, 
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Eev. P. S. Evans spoke of the kind, loving work done by Mr. 
Bond in preparing this report, and moved to give him a vote of 
thanks for it. 

Voted, — That the report he accepted and printed in the min- 
utes, and that the thanks of this Convention be extended to the 
Committee.

The resolution was adopted by a rising vote. 

Mr. L. A. G-allup, Vice-President, moved the followjug as the 
sense of the Convention. 

That our Secretary express in writing to our honored President, Judge 
Francis Wayland, LL.D., our regrets that he was necessarily absent from 
the meetings of the Convention this year, and our high regard for him per- 
sonally, and our appreciation of his long and efficient services for this body. 

That we salute our President and rest in the hope of his meeting with us 
at our next annual gathering. 
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Yoted, To adopt the motion of Vice-President Gallup. 

All joined in singing ‘‘ Blest be the tie that binds.” 

Eev. A. 0. Hubbard, D. D,, pastor of the church at Danbury, 
said: 

“I regret that duties have kept me away from the Convention so much of 
the time ; but I rejoice that it is the general feeling that it has been a success- 
ful gathering. I am glad that there has been a spirit of enthusiasm manifest- 
ed here, and an earnest desire for the prosecution of the work of the Con- 
vention. We believe that there will be results to us as a church that will be 
beneficial, — a deeper purpose, an enlarged spirit of benevolence and a greater 
earnestness in striving to win souls to Christ. I rejoice in the work already 
done, and hope we may see a very substantial advance all along the lines of 
Christian effort.” 

After prayer and benediction by Rev. S. D. Phelps, D. D., 
the Convention adjourned.

TWENTY-SECOND ANNUAL REPORT. 

OF THE 

WOMAFS BAPTIST FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCT 

OF CONNECTICUT. 


October 18, 1893. 

Our report is but one paeon of praise to God, who has done for us abund- 
antly above all that we could ask or think. The Baptist women of Con- 
necticut, seeing the needs of a perishing world as never before, have gladly 
offered for the work of the Lord in foreign lands, gifts largely in excess of 
any previous year. Our young people are becoming interested and societies 
of “ Farther Lights ” are being organized, while Foreign Mission work is 
being prosecuted in many of our Sunday schools. Junior workers who 
will assist the Associational Secretaries, and have charge of the “ Farther 
Lights” and Bands, have been appointed in two of our Associations — New 
London and Fairfield. 

In the Ashford Association, Mrs. E. Bennett has acted as Secretary dur- 
ing the past year, and the result of her faithful service is partially shown in 
the amount contributed — $654.18 as against $457.91 for the previous year. 
The young people are interested, and the new Associational Secretary, 
Mrs. J. B Kent of Putnam, is already at work endeavoring to awaken an 
interest in churches where there are no circles. 

Miss Bessie Hancox, of Stonington Union Association, reports largely in- 
creased gifts, but three churches having taken no part in the Women’s For- 
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eign Mission work the past year. “ If we have not accomplished all we 
had hoped to, God knows why — but if our aims have been for His glory, 
our offerings are acceptable to Him, for he knoweth all hearts.” 

The fact that several churches in the Hartford Association have no mis- 
sion circles is deplored by the Secretary, Mrs. Cushman; but she adds: 
“ Much more has been given than in any previous year. Our young people 
are taking hold of the work with more interest and among them has been 
some noble giving.” 

Mrs. J. B. Hoyt, of the Fairfield Association, writes : “ 1 regret being ob- 
liged to say that in the majority of the circles, although interest in the Cen- 
tennial movement was manifested, the contributions were not correspond- 
ingly increased. A few of the circles did nobly, doubling and trebling their 
gifts of the preceding year, and to them be all honor. Miss Susie Paradise 
and Miss Carrie A. Gladding are now our Junior workers in this Associa- 
tion. 

The work in the New Haven Association under the leadership of Miss 
Fannie L. Twiss, has progressed in all departments. A practical result is 
the increase in money contributed during the year. The young people are 
becoming more interested as is evidenced by larger gifts, and an increasing 
desire for more information in regard to Mission Work. 

Mrs. Lester finds much to encourage her in the New London Association. 
Her words may well express our thought at this time. “ Let us not feel 
that what we have gained will suffice for the year before us. The danger 
to be avoided is the relaxing of effort, which will inevitably bring disaster, 
as the unusual activity of the past was rewarded by signal victory.” Miss 
Annie M. Gates is Junior Secretary in this Association. 

The total amount contributed in the State is $7,037.57. 

“The Lord hath done great things for us whereof we are glad.” ‘ Not 
unto us, O Lord, not unto us, but unto thy name give glory.” 

This report would not be complete without mentioning the names of the 
Missionaries supported wholly or in part by our Conferences. Miss Watson 
at Basseiu, Miss Bond at Tera, Miss Hopkins in Rangoon, Miss Church in 
Japan, Miss Schutf, striving to regain her health in Colorado, and Miss Rol- 
man, with us to-day but looking forward to an early return to Japan, es- 
pecially need, as they have a right to expect, the prayers of the women of 
our State. 

For the coming year we are asking great things of God ; we are expecting 
great things from God ; He is demanding great things of us. He will not 
disappoint us. Shall we disappoint Him ?

THE ELEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT 

OP THE 

WOMAN’S BAPTIST HOME MISSION UNION, 

OF CONNECTICUT. 


The Eleventh Annual Meeting was held in Calvary Baptist Church, New 
Haven, Oct. 13th. Notice of the meeting had been wide spread and there 
was a good representation from the churches. Mrs. McKinney presided. 
The Secretaries gave an account of the work for the year and the meetings 
that had been held. The Treasurer’s report showed the total cash receipts to 
be $913.81. Value of boxes and barrels $1,178.14, making total for the 
year $2,091.95. Nine life members have been made by the payment of $25 
each. 

Several objects outside of those for which we pledged have received gifts 
of money in answer to their appeal for help. 

Reports from the Circles showed that there has been a growing interest in 
some of the churches in mission work, while others find it difficult to hold 
the interest already attained. 
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The Young Ladies’ Circle of Calvary Church, New Haven, (Farther Lights) 
have been doing a good work and are planning to let their light shine still far- 
ther next year. The Young Ladies’ Circle of the Main Street Church, Meriden, 
are in a flourishing condition. They number about sixty and under the 
leadership of Mrs. Husted, are growing in their own Christian lives and help- 
ing to spread the Gospel. Work among the children has been on the increase 
and we have several bands of boys and girls that are very much interested in 
educating Indian children. The band at the 1st Church, Meriden, have sent 
$50 to Atoka, I. T., for the support of an Indian girl (Sallie Williams) and 
a box of clothing valued at $60. 

The Dorcas Baud of Ansonia, are doing the same for the education of an 
Indian boy, McCassy Anderson. Calvary Church, New Haven, Hope Church 
and Dixwell Avenue Mission, have flouiishing bands that are being trained in 
the same line of work, and we shall expect a good report from them next 
year. This has been delightful work and very encouraging to those of us 
who are older and find our hands more than full. 

The quarterly meetings have been very well attended, and interesting facts 
concerning the progress in mission work brought out. The first was held in 
Meriden with the Main Street Church. Mrs. Wallace, of Ansonia, gave a 
fine map exercise, using one of the Home Mission Society’s large maps. Mrs. 
Huntington, of Meriden, gave a very stirring talk on the work of Children’s 
Bands. 

Brother Rohnstrom was with us for the last time, as he expected to go to 
another field of labor. We were sorry to hear of his going, for his bright 
face and cheering words were always very encouraging. The second meet- 
ing was held in Ansonia, and although disappointed in a speaker, a very 
profitable time was spent. A general conference was held on the work 
among the children. The Dorcas Band gave a very pretty exercise, using 
the motto: “North America for Christ.” 

The mid-summer meeting was held with the Dixwell Avenue Mission. 
The attendance was good and the meeting proved to be of great benefit to 
all present. A number of the women gave their experience in personal work 
for Christ, the result being more faith on their part, and a more intense desire 
to help others. At the annual meeting, after the usual business and reports, 
came the gem of the afternoon. Dr. Halsey W. Moore, of New York, gave 
his lecture on Home Missions, accompanied with stereoptican views. Com- 
mencing with the landing of Columbus he carried us along to the present 
date, showing the growth of the population in the United States, and the 
progress of religion among the different peoples. We saw the Alaskans, the 
Indians, the Negroes in their wild uncivilized state, and also after they had 
become enlightened and enobled by the purifying influences of the Gospel. 
It was fine from the beginning to the end, and held our closest attention. 
We hope it will be the means of arousing a greater interest in the work. 
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Altogether the Union has made some progress on the work of last year. 
Much more might have been done, however, if more of the women would 
give a little more time to the consideration of spreading the Gospel to all 
Nations. 

But considering the effort made for Foreign Missions the first of the year, 
and the depression in business the latter part, we need not be wholly discour- 
aged. 

The enemies of Christ are working to overthrow all Christian people are 
doing. Let us be not less dilligent in sowing the good seed, and ‘ ‘ in due 
time we shall reap if we faint not.” The following officers were elected for 
the coming year.

TENTH ANNUAL REPORT 

OF THE 

WOMAN’S American Baptist Home Mission Society 

OF CONNECTICUT. 


The work of our Society has continued along the same lines as in past 
years. We have been gladdened by the hearty cooperation of a large band 
of earnest workers throughout the State, and the result of their labors is 
shown in an increase of receipts. 

Our hearts have been saddened, as we have been called to part with some 
of our most valued laborers. May the memory of their earnest lives rest like 
a benediction upon the Circles which they so nobly served, and upon us who 
were permitted to catch glimpses of their consecrated spirits. 

Under the active leadership of Miss Howard, the young people are being 
more efficiently organized, and are coming to feel a real and personal interest 
in the work. Nothing has cheered us more during the year than this fact» 
for we see in it great hope for the future. There has been no change in our 
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corps of Directors. In Hartford Association, Mrs. Gordon, with a heart 
thoroughly imbued with the spirit of Mission, has carried on the work laid 
down one year ago by Mrs. Corbin. 

This Association contains some of our strongest working churches, and 
their zeal and activity is always a great encouragement. Here also we find 
the largest number of weak churches in the State, many of whom, though 
struggling to sustain public worship, make regular offerings to our Society. 
Amount of contributions, $903.13. 

New Haven Association has made a large gain in its regular offerings, and 
the largest contribution for the special work in Alaska. There is a good 
degree of interest shown in all the Circles, and most excellent prospects for 
the future. The resignation of Mrs. Foster, the Director, is imminent on ac- 
count of ill health. During her occupancy of this position, she has spared 
neither time nor strength in the work, and her retirement is a great loss. 
She writes: “ My heart is more than ever in the work,” and I am sure that 
her prayers and sympathies will always be with us. Amount of contribu- 
tions, $653.67. 

Mrs. Silliman of Fairfield Association writes: “We feel to rejoice that 
God has blessed our labors, that more hearts are alive to-day to the great 
needs, and that a more intelligent idea of the work and workers is manifest. 
Two young ladies from the South Norwalk church, are preparing themselves 
for Home Mission work, the second having just entered the Training School 
at Chicago. This is the most encouraging part of her report, as it insures 
permanency of interest in this part of the field. Amount of contributions, 
$427.88. 

In Ashford Association Mrs. Preston continues her faithful labors, the 
only Director who has served since the formation of the Society. She 
writes: “ The spirit of the letters shows an increase of interest, and 
is in the main encouraging.” A number of churches in this Associ- 
ation, being too weak to sustain Circles, nevertheless are enabled main- 
ly through the efforts of their pastors, to send contributions. Such are 
the churches at Warrenville, Westford, and South Woodstock. We re- 
ceived during the year a legacy of $100 from Mrs. Davis of Thompson. 
Amount of contributions, $450.17. 

Stonington Union Association comes the nearest to reporting each church a 
contributing church, but four remaining to fall into line. Mrs. Dewhurst 
writes: “The cause has surely gained some ground during the year. There 
is promise of greater interest wherever the Echo is read. One of the Circles 
tells me that every one responded heartily to the call for renewal.” Mrs. 
Dewhurst adds: “I have distributed a goodly number of Penny-a-day boxes, 
which I hope will have a great influence in keeping before our sisters the 
cause of the neglected and oppressed in our own land, and opening to 
many a delightful way of saving, even in the privacy of home. Amount 
of contributions, $341.08. 
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In New London Association the Director, Mrs. Palmer, has been prevented 
by illness from doing active work during the greater part of the year, but the 
reports from the Circles show no diminution of interest, and the Bands 
under the efficient leadership of Miss Potter, the assistant Director, have 
taken a long step ahead. Amount of contributions, $403.00. 

Our annual meeting was held with the church at Willimantic, where we 
were most hospitably entertained by the ladies of the church, and were favor- 
ed with addresses from Mrs. Reynolds, and Mrs. McWhinnie. Mrs. Rey- 
nolds also visited many of the churches during the latter part of the year. 

At all of our Associational gatherings, our work has been presented, and a 
new interest aroused among many not otherwise reached. The Penny-a-day 
boxes have been quite widely distributed, and although we have received re- 
returns from only two churches, we feel sure that another year will wit- 
ness their larger use. The whole amount of contributions is $3,178.93; 
value of supplies, $1,361.36. 

The old year is closed, and the new year has already been entered upon. 
In looking forward we may not hope to escape all conflicts, and perhaps de- 
feat may come to some of our best cherished plans, but may we not strive 
more earnestly to make it the best year in our history, best in service and 
best in fidelity to our Father’s will. What a record might be made if, in 
each of our churches, one lady might be found to take up this work, and 
bear it faithfully on her heart ! How many of us shrink from undertaking 
the service which the Master bids us do, feeling that we are not worthy, that 
we have no skill nor power. But to all our timid shrinking and withdrawing 
comes the Master’s gentle yet urgent word: “Do your best.” And if in 
lowly reverence we bow before Him with this spirit of consecration, the in- 
spiration and the guidance will surely come. We have but to lay the living 
sacrifice on the altar, and God will send the fire.

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BAPTIST SOCIAL UNION. 


The annual business meeting of the Baptist Social Union of Conn., was 
held at the Baptist Church in Danbury on Oct, 18th, 1893, at 4 o’clock p. M. 
The meeting was called to order by President A. J. Sloper. Reports of 
the Secretary and Treasurer were read and approved. The Secretary also 
made a supplementary report which embodied the following facts : The 
Membership of the Union at the beginning of the year was 63. Losses 
during the year have been four — three by death — by resignation one. 
Present membership 59. 

Those who have died are the following, viz. : Geo. T. Utley, Hartford, 
Prank S Brown, formerly of Hartford, who died at Pasadena, Calafornia, 
and H. Webster Stow, of New Haven. 

Appropriate resolutions were passed expressive of the esteem in which 
the deceased members were held. 

The following brethren were unanimonsly elected to membership in the 
union, viz. : Wm. J. Anderson, Danbury ; C. H. Brown, Wallingford; W. 
C. Augur, Hartford ; and A. H. Parker, of Hartford. 

Under the head of new business President Sloper addressed the members 
at some length, setting forth the difficulties which have confronted the 
Union during the last few years and dwelling upon the effective work 
which it performed during the earlier years of its existence. He also sug- 
gested plans and possible means of making it a power in the future. On 
the same lines interesting remarks were made by brethren Larkins, How- 
ard, Crofut, Dennison, Shephard, Amsbury and Jacobs. The members who 
spoke were unanimous in the feeling that more frequent meetings would 
be desirable. By a subsequent vote it was decided to hold the next meet- 
ing in Hartford on Feb. 23d, 1894. Officers and Directors for the ensuing 
year were elected as follows. —

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This was the largest meetieg which has been held in a number of years, 
and judging from the interest manifested the Union is likely to remain a 
power for good to the Baptist cause in the State. 

The Annual Banquet of the Union was served to its members and invited 
guests in the City Hall. At a little after 7 o’clock 180 members and friends 
took seats at the tables which were amply provided with the choicest of 
viands. The divine blessing was invoked by Dr. J S. James, of Hartford. 

At the close of the Banquet interesting addresses were made by Dr. Hub- 
bard of Danbury ; L. A. Gallup, of Norwich ; Hon. J. L. Howard, of Hart- 
ford ; Dr. B. O. Hiscox, of Mt. Vernon, N. Y. Dr. J. B. Simmons, of New 
York ; and Revs. Sherwood, of South Norwalk; Hungate, of Hartford ; Mor- 
ris, of Niantic, and Ashworth, of Putnam. Much interest was added to 
the occasion by the singing of a number of beautiful selections rendered by 
a Choir of eight female voices, organized for the occasion, and led by Mrs. 
Butler. The assembly dispersed soon after 10 o’clock, the unanimous ex- 
pression being that the Union had seldom given a more enjoyable enter- 
tainment.

C HA R T E R . 


An Act to Incoeporate the Connecticut Baptist Education Society. 

Passed May, 1830. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Assembly Convened, That Asahel Morse, Caleb Moore, Joseph B. 
Gilbert, John Bolles, Hezekiah Huntington, Elisha Cushman, Noadiah 
"Woodruff, David King, Jessie Savage, Pierpont Brockett, David Bolles, 
Issac Dwinnell, Eli Ball, George Mitchell, David Turner, Jeremiah Brown, 
Asahel Otis, Jonathan Goodwin, Jr. , Orra Martin, A.sa Talmadge, Chauncey 
Wheeler, Thomas Wheeler, Elijah Filley, and their associates, be, and they 
are hereby formed into, constituted and made a body politic and corporate, 
by the name of “ The Connecticut Baptist Education Society y and by that 
name they and their successors, shall, and may have perpetual succession, 
shall be capable of suing and being sued, pleading and being impleaded, in 
all suits of whatever nature soever, may have a common seal, and the same 
alter or change at pleasure. And may also have, purchase, receive, hold, 
and convey away estate, real, personal or mixed, the annual income of 
which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. 

Sec. 3. The said Baptist Education Society may from time to time elect 
a president and such other officers and agents as they may find necessary 
or convenient ; may elect and receive additional members ; make by-laws 
respecting number, qualifications and duties of their officers and members ; 
prescribe the mode of election and admission of members ; the time, place 
and manner of holding their meetings ; the number necessary to form a 
quorum ; and all other by-laws and regulations, which said society ma}'^ deem 
necessary for the government and due regulation of its concerns to promote 
and secure the essential objects of said society, as expressed in their consti- 
tution — not repugnant to the laws of this State, or of the United States. 

Sec. 8. The first meeting of said Society shall be held at Hartford, on 
the first Wednesday of May, A. D. 1821. 

Sec. 4. This act of incorporation, and every part thereof, may be altered, 
amended or repealed at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 
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CONSTITUTION. 


Article 1. This Society shall be known by the name of The Connec- 
ticut Baptist Education Society. 

Art. 2 . The object of this Society shall be to assist indigent young 
men, who are called of God to preach the Gospel, in acquiring such 
mental discipline and culture as shall render them more useful in the 
kingdom of Christ. 

Art. 3. The Society shall consist of such persons as pay into the 
treasury one dollar or more annually; also of delegates from churches 
and auxiliary societies, which shall be entitled to representation at the 
annual meeting as follows, viz. : Every church and auxiliary society 
contributing to the funds of the society five dollars annually shall be 
entitled to one delegate, and those contributing ten or more dollars, 
two delegates : the payment of fifteen dollars in advance shall consti- 
tute membership for life. 

Art. 4. The ofldcers of this Society shall consist of a President, two 
Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, an Auditor, and five Trustees, 
to be chosen annually in any manner the Society may determine. 

Art. 5. The Society shall also elect by ballot, at its annual meeting. 
Trustees of the Connecticut Literary Institution, as provided by its 
amended charter, and actively foster and advance our educational interests 
in this State. 

Art. 6. The officers of this Society shall constitute an Executive 
Committee to manage the concerns of the Society during its recess, to 
control its funds and property ; to examine and admit candidates to the 
benefits of the Society; and at every annual meeting of the Society they 
shall make a faithful report of their doings the preceding year. 

Art. 7. The Secretary shall keep a record of the beneficiaries, and 
record the acts of the Society and of the Executive Committee, draw 
all orders on the Treasurer authorized by said Committee, conduct the cor- 
respondence, give notice of meetings, and prepare the annual report of the 
Executive Committee to the Society. The Treasurer shall have charge of 
the current funds of the Society, and pay them out only to the order of the 
Secretary; he shall also safely hold all bonds, notes, deeds, and other 
evidences of property belonging to the Society, giving ample security for 
these trusts. His accounts shall always be open to the inspection of the 
Executive Committee and Auditor, and he shall make a detailed report of 
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the same quarterly to said Committee, and annually to the Society. The 
Auditor shall examine annually or oftener the accounts and securities of 
the Treasurer and certify the same. 

Art. 8. The Executive Committee shall annually, at its first quarterly 
meeting, appoint a Finance Committee of three of its own members who 
shall negotiate and invest all legacies, bequests, and other permament funds 
of the Society, unless otherwise provided by their donors, according to the 
laws of Connecticut concerning trust funds. 

Art. 9. The annual meeting of the Society for the election of oflBcers 
and transaction of other necessary business shall be holden during the week 
and at the same place of each meeting of the Convention. Special meet- 
ings of the Society may be called by the President, at the request of five 
members of the Executive Committee. The business of the Society may be 
transacted at all regular meetings by a majority of the members present. 

Art. 10. Every person admitted to the benefits of this Society must be 
a member of some regular Baptist Church. He must produce a letter from 
said church, certifying his good standing, and their commendation of him 
as one called of God to the ministry. He must satisfy the Executive Com- 
mittee that he possesses gifts promising usefulness in the work; and he 
shall furthermore be recommended to the patronage of the Society by at 
least three regularly ordained ministers of the Baptist denomination. 

Art. 1 1. No person shall be aided by this Society unless he shall certify 
his intention to take a full course of study ; preparatory, collegiate, and theo- 
logical, unless in the opinion of the Executive Committee his age and cir- 
cumstances do not admit of such a course ; and the institutions in which 
beneficiaries pursue their studies shall be subject to the approval of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee ; and voluntarily failing to enter the ministry or for suf- 
ficient cause being dropped from the list of beneficiaries, he shall refund the 
money, with interest, he has received from this Society. 

Art. 12. The personal services of those who are appointed to manage 
the concerns of the Society shall be in all respects gratuitous. 

Art. 13. No alteration shall be made in the foregoing Constitution, ex- 
cept at an annual meeting of the Society, by a two-thirds vote of the mem- 
bers present, written notice of the proposed change having been given and 
recorded one year previous to its adoption. 

N. B. The Amendment alluded to in Art. 5 is the Amendment to the Charter 
of the Connecticut Literary Institution, approved July 9, 1862, which reads 
“ That the Board of Trustees shall consist of not less than twenty-one (21)) 
nor more than thirty-three (33) members, to be chosen for three (3) years, 
one-third of the number annually, by the Connecticut Baptist Education 
Society.”

B.— It is necessary that the above blanks be filled, signed, and sent to tbe Secretary of 
tbe Board, in order to secure an appropriation. It cannot be voted without. 

In addition to this formal report, the Secretary endeavors to keep in 
spirit with all students, to be in touch with them in their daily life, and to 
keep the Executive Committee informed of all that is necessary to enable 
them to know of the spiritual and intellectual caliber of our men. The 
Constitution requires that a man must present the letter of approval of his 
church, and to present an additional recommendation signed by three 
pastors. The Committee requires the presence of the applicant to give a 
statement of his experience and his call to the ministry, endeavoring at the 
same time to inform themselves as to his physical, spiritual and financial 
status. Exercising the largest care, your Committee, feeling it to be the 
will of the great Head of the Church, have sought to carry out the respon- 
sibilities placed in their hands. The following statement presents in brief 
an analysis of the year’s work. There have been upon the list of bene- 
ficiaries twelve students. Of this number, H. M. Ives, of First Meriden 
Church, H. A. Kemp of First New Haven Church, and Geo. L. Hib- 
bard of West Woodstock Church, have graduated, having completed 
the Seminary course, graduating respectively from Hamilton, Crozier, 
and Madison. The first two remain in this country, the last goes 
out as a foreign missionary. With the graduation of these three, nine 
were left on your list. At the October meeting, as the result of lengthened 
correspondence, five young men were accepted, increasing the list to four- 
teen. In order to bring the work closer to you we append the names and 
churches of your beneficiaries :

Since the October meeting two applications have been received. 

Reviewing the list you will find that 8 are at Suffield ; 2 are at Yale; 2 
at Brown University; 1 at Chicago Seminary; and 1 at Newton Seminary. 
The analysis financially will indicate that 8 students at $100 per year and 
6 at $125.00 will require $1,550.00 to meet our annual obligation, and in 
addition one of the applicants, a member of Calvary Church, New Haven, 
should be added to the list, which will make the amount $1,675.00. Add 
to this Printing Minutes, $30.00; Expenses of Secretary and Treasurer 
$10 00, the total sum needed will be $1,715.00, which amount must be 
raised. 

In the face of the general business depression, and in spite of the univer- 
sal cry of hard times, we have felt impelled to add to your responsibilities by 
presenting a larger list of beneficiaries than the Society has ever had in its 
care. But these young men have been accepted after careful examination, 
and at the urgent solicitation of our wisest and far-seeing pastors. So 
long as the Society remains in existence for this very purpose, your Com- 
mittee could not see how to justify themselves in refusing a helping hand 
to those who in answer to prayer are sent to us bearing the recommenda- 
tion of their churches, backed by the solicitations of their pastors, and 
appealing by their very helplessness, for the little support that would make 
possible their preparation for the ministry in the speediest and most econo- 
mical way. Fresh-hearted and valiant, the boys have cried to us and we 
dared not say them nay. 

There seemed equal difficulty during the long years when from three to 
six students were deemed all that the pecuniary ability and the faith of 
God’s people were able, or at least willing, to father, and we shall have no 
greater difficulty with this greater number. It is about as easy to raise 
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fourteen children as to raise 4. In our present status the only way out is 
to go through. The demand is imperious that pastors shall regard this 
Society as peculiarly their own — needing their prayers and their best efforts 
to increase its efficiency, and to enlarge its sphere. In the professional 
aspect alone, every pastor ought to be a personal contributor, not only of 
golden words but golden coin. If our clergy lack in interest, how can it 
be expected that the laity can know aught, or care aught, about the problem 
of the proper supply of ministers of Jesus Christ for home and foreign 
need. 

To the duty of having watch and ward of all students, of keeping in 
sympathetic touch with them in the years of their preparation, of gathering 
up the quarterly reports for the Committee’s action, of conducting all cor- 
respondence with reference to the acceptance of students — there is added 
the woeful responsibility of getting the money to meet the demands — with 
the privilege, crowning all, of writing the annual report — this is the Secre- 
tary’s duty. For eight years the present secretary has gladly sought to do 
the best he could, and now asks the privilege of honorable retirement, where 
he may enjoy the high satisfaction of rejoicing that the work has been done 
not as bad as it might have been.

The Rev. J. B. Lemon, of Willimantic, then addressed the society. 
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The Treasurer, Mr. Edward Miller, Sr., then presented his report, which 
was adopted and ordered printed in the minutes.

Whereas, For a period covering seventy-four years, this society h as been 
doing a worthy labor in receiving and disbursing the contributions of the 
Baptist Churches of Connecticut, among the students of the denomination, 
while they prepared for the ministry and — 

Whereas, The methods have been such as to leave no financial evidence 
of the relations existing between the donor and the receiver, other than one 
of expenditure in the furthering of the education of young men, leaving to 
the society no tangible assets. 

Resolved, That the time has come that we should adopt some plan for a 
closer union with those whom we may aid, making them to feel a personal 
interest in the work of assistance to those who may come to the Society 
for the help so needful to a life of usefulness as Christian workers. 

That the executive committee consider the propriety and justice of re- 
quiring every one aided by this Society, to give in return for the money ad- 
vanced, a receipt like the following :

to be invested in my education, preparatory to preaching the Gospel of 
Christ. After the completion of my course of study, and when I have en- 
tered on a life of public usefulness in the ministry, I agree to consider the 
amount as a loan to be returned without interest, as God shall prosper me 
in my work. 

If i do not enter the ministry, or if I leave it prior to ten years service, 
except for failing health, this will be a debt of honor, to be paid as any 
other honest obligation. 

Always, Provided that death occurring to me before the full payment 
of this or any other debenture investment in my education, by said Connec- 
ticut Education Society, no obligation shall rest on my estate, or on my 
friends, to meet the then existing deficiency, which will thus be cancelled.
